of furnishing explanations, and the particu- 
larly objectionable requirement of vouchers 
for personal expenses alleged to have been in- 
enrred on Government account. An officer of 
the Post Office Department made a statement 
a day or two ago that made it very plain that 
if Mr. Howe had lived he would have become

tion submitted te him a keen and exhaustive 
series of was which resulted in 
the subordinate being laid “fiat on his back,” 
as he said, in less than five minutes. If this 
course had been isted in, there can be no 
focht that Mr. Howe wonld have become 
quite as unpopular with some of his subordi- 
nates in the Post Office Department as Mr. 
Folger certainly is with a few of the employes 
ofthe Treasury Department.

When a stitcher finishes her task she 
can gohome, Some of the fast workers could 
fo more and some of them could not do so 
much. The slow ones would be stimu- 
lated to greater rapidity ; the fast ones would 
have more time for themselves. The o tors 
on machines for stitching would also paid 
by piece, anda task of about 11,000 “signa- 
tures” would be given to each of them. Tho 
result would be that each girl er woman who 
accomplished her task would make $210 a 
day, or $12 60 a week, while the incompetent 
women who had been receiving $11 a week 
would probably suffer a reduction of compen- 
sation. By Mr. Rounds’s permission the  or- 
respondent was shown into the bindery and 
given an opportunity to ask questions 
at random of the girls who were stitching 
the “signatures” together. Some of them 
were glad of an opportunity to earn higher 
pay, while others, who are presumably slow, 
feared that their earnings would not amount 
to so much as the compensation they head been 
receiving under the salary tem. ‘To an 
ordinary business man the Public Printer’s 
— would appear to be a commendable re- 
orm. To the people hore, who look upon the 
Government as something to plunder in every 
way, Mr. Rounds’s plan will be regarded with 
disfavor. To everybody else it is at 
an experiment that deserves a fair trial.

THE GUARD AT GARFIELD’S TOMB. 
SHOCKING STORIES OF DESECRATION THAT 
HAVE NO FOUNDATION. 

Wasuarxcron, April 2.+From time to 
time, since Garfield was buried in Cleveland, 
more or less shocking stories have appeared in 
the newspapers concerning the bebavior of 
the soldier guard at the tomb of the murdered 
President. If the horrible reports were to be 
believed, the readers of them would be com- 
pelled to imagine that the coffin containing the 
body of the martyr was subject to daily dese- 
tration; that it was opened upon the demand 


of every morbid visitor of prominence, 
and with such frequency as to shock the 
sense of decency of the whole country. 
A history of the matter, as furnished by 
the War Department, sweeps all these stories 
aside completely. Just after Garfield’s body 
was deposited in the vault the Mayor of 
Cleveland made an application foran armed 
guard, giving as his reason for the application 
the fact that none .of the regular police of the 
city could be spared for the service, and that 
no funds were available for estaplishing a spe- 
cial guard. By direction of the President the 
War Department detailed a guard of 10 sol- 
diers from Fort Wayne. Oue sentry stood 
guard and was relieved at short intervals by 
his comrades. When the men had guarded 
the tomb a few days, another detail of 10 men 
was made to take their places. In June, 1882, 
Gov. Sherman, of [owa, visited the tomb, and 
at his request, pressed upon the officer com- 
manding the detail then on service, the coffin 
was opened. This instance of the gratification 
vf « morbid curiosity was published all over 


the land. Although report has led the public 
to believe that the outrage has been repeated, 
ft has not. The coffin has not since been 
epened. An investigation was made at that 
time by order of the War Department, and it 
was found that it had been the custom for 
every new officer appearing on the scene to 
satisty himself that the body he was sent to 
guard was there by removing the coffin lidand 
personally satisfying himself that the body 
was within. The Secretary of War then 
ordered that the coffin should never again be 
epened unless by Mrs. Garfield’s request, and 
bis orders have been strictly obeyed. Nocom- 
plaint has been heard by bim through any 
trustworthy source that the guard at the tomb 
has not been faithful and respectful. The 
guard has not beer discontinued, and it seems 
robable that it will not be for some time yet. 
t was ordered by the President, and it is not 
likely that he will order it away unless the 
family of the late President should ask that it 
be relieved from duty.

THE POSTMASTER-GENERALSHIP. 
SEVERAL NEW CANDIDATES—THE QUESTION 
OF TEMPORARY APPOINTMENTS. 
Wasurxcton, April 2.—Several new can- 
Gidates for the office of Postmaster-General 
have been heard of to-day. Adelegation from 
Wisconsin, including Senators Angus Cam- 
eron and Sawyer, Mr. Horace Rublee, ex-Min- 
ister to Switzerland and editor of the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel, and others called upon the Presi- 
dent to urge the appointment of Mr. James A. 
Howe, a nephew of the late Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. Mr. Howe, it is said, has a high rep- 
utation in the West as a lawyer, and is 
now the attorney of the Chicago 
and North-western Railroad Company. 


While an able politicien he has been kept 
in the background by his uncle, and his friends 
say that he would at any time have been re- 
rded asa strong candidate for the United 
tates Senate. While he was known to nearly 
all the members of the Cabinet, the President 
dia not know of him, but said he would give 
the suggestion of the Wisconsin delegation 
due consideration. Indiana presents as a can- 
didate Gov. Porter. This candidate, it is said, 
has the hearty sup ot his State, and it is 
urged in his behalfthat his appointment would 
be a wise strokein a political sense, as it would 
encourage the Indiana Republicans to make 
efforts to recover political ascendancy in the 
State. Senator Plumb has presented the name 
of Col. John A. Martin, of Kansas, with the 
assurance that the Republicans of that State 
would be glad to have the opportunity to ap- 
prove the selection of a man so weli known to 
them asa gallant soldier and an earnest la- 
borer for the Republican Party. The Presi- 
dent has not yet intimated who will be the for- 
tunate man. Mr. Frank Hatton’s chances are 
not regarded as so good as they were. 

The Attorney-General has furnished the 
President with the opinion asked for in regard 
to the meaning of the statute regulating the 
time in which appointments to fill vacancies 
in the Cabinet must be made. He reaffirms 
Attorney-General Devens’s opinion that a des- 
ignation temporarily to fill the office can only 
be made for one term of 10 days. Some 
doubt is stil! felt as to whether the President 
cannot neglect. to designate for an unlimited 
time, although it is understood that the 
Attorney-General is clear that the entire time 
allowed the President within which to ap- 
point is 20 days. The President now expects 
to leave this city on Wednesday morning for 
the South, and it is understood that be has de- 
cided to be on the safe side of the law and to 
appoint Mr. Howes’s successor before his de- 

rture. Should he vegliect to do so, and still 

ntevd to regard the Attorney-General’s 

opinion, he would begin his pleasure trip with 
a troublesome task constantly staring him in 
the face and pressing him to return w the capi- 
tal much earlier than he may find it comforta- 
ble to do.

Van Buren style. The New-York men 
are getting everything. He is trying to 
corapromise all around, and the report 
that he and Conkling are at odds is an errone- 
ousone. They are hand and giove yet, but 
Conkling is out of politics, is devoting himself 
to making money, and is making it fast. He 
can come round all the fat fees of any of the 
departments, and when a man does that he is 
on the high road to fortune. Logan may give 
Arthur troubie, as he is strong. and represents 
all that is left of Stalwartism.”’

DEEDS OF VIOLENCE. 

Sr. Lovis, April 2.—Christian Schneider, a 
carpenter, and Jacob Weil, a laborer, fought over 
a young girlin Brown’s saloon, on the levee, to- 
day. and Schneider stabbed Weill in the abdomen 
with a bowie-knife, which he had purchased 
during a cessation of their hostilities half an bour 


previous. The cot was seven inches in length. 
Weil was taken tothe hospital, but died an hour 
after his arrival. Schneider was arrested. 


Fortress Monror, Virgina, April 2.—A 
brutal murder occurred about 11 o’clock on Satur- 
day night in the bar-room of Barnes’s Hotel, at 
Hampton, Va. It appears that Thomas Phillips. a 
quiet, inoffensive citizen, was passing the hotel on 
his way heme, when he was met by an old ac- 
quairtance named P. Joyce, who invited him in 
to take adrink. Phillips refused to drink. but ac- 
eepted a cigar, and while standing at the counter 
of the bar Joyce, without any prevovoca- 
tion whatever. deliberately shot him through 
the heart. After shouting him Joyce placed the 
pistol in Phillips’s pocket and fled. He was arrest- 
ed later and lodged in jail. Joyce is employed as 
aclerk at the National Soldiers’ Home. Philifbs 
leaves a wife and feur children. Some fears were 
entertained yesterday morning that Joyce would 
be taken from jail and lynched. An extra guard 
was placed on duty at the jail iast night.

AMERICAN WHISKY IN CANADA. 
Orrawa, April2.—Mr. Gooderham, of Good- 
erbam & Worts, leading distillers) of Canada, will 
give evidence to-morrow before the Privy Council 


regarding the probable effect of admitting United 
States whisky into Canada in smaller packaces 
than the law now admitsof. Although the Gov- 
ernment is dispesed to make any reasonable con- 
cessions to the United States distillers, they desire 
before opening the gatee to Jearn how far such 
concessions will eonflict with Canadian interests. 
It is as yet doubtful whether any modification will 
be made. 

Lovisvii1F, Ky., April 2.—Tnis morning a 
dispatch was received by local distillers from the 
capital of Canada announcing that the Dominion 
Government had decided to allow the importation 
of whisky from the United States. Mr. J. T. Pratt, 
Secretary of the Natienal Wine and Liquor Assoei- 
ation, telegrapes: * The order is prepared and will 
be issued to-morrow or next day: but make no 
move until you hear from me as to details."

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EVENTS IN THE OLD WORLD 


THE IRISH GUTRAGES AND THE 
LAND LEAGUE. 

INFECTED PACKAGES BATD TO BE IN USE— 
MURDERERS TO BE SOUGHT FOR IN 
AMERICA—THE KILMAINHAM TREATY. 

Lonpon, April 2.—The St. James’s .Ga- 
zette publishes an anonymous letter which has 
come into the possession of one of its editors, 
and which asserts that the Fenians are en- 
gaged in sending packages containing linen 
infected with small-pox to persons who are 
obnoxious to the Irish National Party. 

Three constables from Balla, Ireland, have 
gone to America in quest of Hynes and Vahey, 
who are suspected of having murdered David 
Feerick in June, 1880. The crime created a 
sensation at the time, as it was believed to be 
a political murder. The arrest of 26 persons 
last week at Ballinrobe on the charge of being 
accomplices revived recollections of the crime. 


Feerick was for about 12 months agent over 
property in the County Mayo belonging to 
George Brown, late member of Parliament for 
that county. Prior to his occupying that 
position he had been conspicuous as a land 
agitator. As Mr. Brown's agent he 
made himself very unpopular with the 
poasantr br alleged acts of  harsh- 
ness, and he frequently received anonymous 
threats of violence. He was a powerful and 
courageous young man, of large stature, and 
he laughed at the threats, refusing even to be 
attended in bis walks by a special police 
gvard. One afternoon, ebout 3 o'clock, in the 
latter part of June, 1880, he was walking along 
the highway alone, when he came upon threo 
men in a dark and lonely spot. He was per- 
mitted to pass the strangers, but immediately 
afterward he was riddled with bullets from 
three revolvers. He fell to the ground, and 


-while in a semi-conscious condition was robbed 


by his murderers, who filed. After lying in 
the road for sometime the dying man was 
picked up by the Connty Surveyor and taken 

a hospital. He retained consciousness 
bsrely long enough to tell the story of his as- 
sassination. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
Mr. Parnell said that the report of an inter- 
view with Mr. O'Kelly and himself, printed in 
French papers recently, was given with sub- 
stantial accuracy. The interview quotes these 
gentlemen as saying that the British Govern- 
ment took the initiative in the Kilmainham 
treaty matter. and that they first made over- 
tures to Mr. Parnell while be wasin jail. They 
are also reported as saying that the statement 
made by Lord Carlingford to the effect that 
Mr. Parnell himself made the first overtures 
was inaccurate and untrue. Mr. Gladstone, 
at the conclusion of Mr. Parneil’s avowal, in- 
dorsed the correctness of Lord Carlingford’s 
statement. He, however, reiterated his refu- 
sat to appoint a committee of inquiry into the 
matter. 

Cork, April 2.—A laborer named Morgan 
was arrested here to-day on a charge.of con- 
spiracy. An important document and a quan- 
tity of a compound used in making dynamite 
were found on his person. Morgan is an em- 
ploye of a Cork steam-ship company and is 
accused of using his position to facilitate the 
carrying of arms and explosives between Eng- 
land and this city. Heis also the care-taker 
of a temperance club of which O’Herlihy, who 
was arrested here on Thursday, charged with 
conspiracy to murder, is President. 

Documents were found on Featherstone, the 
American who was arrested with O’Herliby, 
and who is said to be a newspaper writer, 
showing him to be in direct communication 
with O'Donovan Rossa. Letters from Rossa 
were seized giving elaborate orders with re- 
gard to the mode of using explosives. 

Limerick, April 2.—The house of a landlord 
named Dickson, who had been boycotted, was 
attacked last night by a party of men, who 
plundered it. 

LrvzrpooL, April 2.—The Government 
bonded warehouse on Springer-street was en- 
tered yesterday by unknown persons, and sev- 
eral casks of spirits were opened and their con- 
tents spilled. It issupposed this was done with 
incendiary intent, but as no fire resulted the 
damage was only about £1,000. 

Lonpon, April 3.—It is learned from St. Pe- 
tersburg that the Revelutionary Party in Rus- 
sia bas issued a proclamation announcing that 
their preparations to meet the coronation 
of the Czar are complete and _ that 
they have every hope of success in 
carrying out their plans. The proclamation 
warns ali persons thet if they value their per- 
sonal safety they will keep at a distance from 
the Czar during the ceremony. The proclama- 
tion concludes with the words: *‘ We wilistrixe 
once more for the freedom of Russia.” The 
proclamation is printed in letters of red, and 
is bordered with stripes of the same color. 

Lord Coleridge, Lord Chief-Justice of Eng- 
land, in expectation of being able to visit the 
United States in respotse to the in- 
vitation from the American Bar As- 
sociation, has invited several leading 
barristers to accompany him. The Hon. 
Charies Russell, Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment for Dundalk, is among those who have 
accepted the invitation. 


OURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Paris, April 2.—Later accounts of the 
boiler explosion at St. Dizier yesterday show 
that the number of versons killed and injured 
was much larger than at first reported. Thir- 
ty-one persons were killed outright. The num- 
ber of injured, it is now stated, reaches 65. 
Many of them, it is feared, are fatally hurt. 

BrvussEts, April 2.—A sensation has been 
caused in financial circles here over the discov- 
ery that M. Van Damme, a prominent stock 
broker, bas embezzled the sum of .1,000,000f, 


belonging to persons who deposited the money 
with him. M. Van Damme has been arrested 
and lodged in prison. 

CavouTta, April 2.—An organization to be 
known as the European and Anglo-Indian De- 
fense Society bas been formed here for the 

urpose of watching over the interests of 
Buropeane and Americans in India. The 1m- 
mediate efforts ot the society, however, will 
be devoted to the preservation of the right, 
now enjoyed by all Europeans and British 
subjects, to be tried by their own countrymen, 
and to the defeat of the bill which permits of 
the trialof whites by native Judges in certain 
cases. 

Lonpon, April 2.—The returns for the last 
financial year, ending March 31,are ail in: 
they show that the revenue of Great Britain 
was £89,004,000 and that the total expenditures 
were £89,086,000, The Zimes, commenting on 
these figures, says: ‘‘ We may assume that the 
greater part of the additional funds which 
were voted for prosecuting the war in Egypt 
were defrayed from this total of expenditures, 
The prospects of the budget for the coming 
year thus appear to be very satisfactory.” 

Fhe /imes publishes a letter from Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, in which he makes a strong 
plea in support of Lord Salisbury’s claims to 
the leadership of the Tories. ‘ Against him,” 
says Lord Randolph, “are directed all the 
malignant efforts of envious mediocrity, and 
he, partly from an exaggerated idea of politi- 
cal loyalty, is in danger of being sacrificed to 
the internecine jealousies of the most useless of 
his former colleagues. The present manage- 
ment of affairs by the Junta has resultedina 
series of neglected chances, and has been sig- 
nalized by cowardice and by inopportune com- 
bativeness.”’ 

Manvkip, April 2.—The marriage of Prince 
Louis Ferdinand, of Bavaria, to the Infanta 
Maria della Paz was celebrated in the chapel of 
the royal palace to-day. Tho Patriarch of the 
Indies performed the ceremony, and the King 
and Queen acted as sponsors.

SMALL-POX TERRORS LN ST. LOUIS. 
caiessheliptih ata 
AN EPIDEMIC IN THE SOUTHERN PART OF 
THE CITY—CITIZEN& FRIGHTENED. 

Sr. Lovts, April 2.—The frightfully dirty 
condition of this city, the alleys, streets, and sew- 
ers of which are choked with animal and vegetable 
dirt, has resulted in the development of an epi- 
demic of smali-pox. whieh has made its appear- 
ance so suddenly and is spreading with such rapid- 
ity that the whole city is alarmed. The locality to 
which the disease is at present confined is on the 
south side of the city, in the’parish of St. Peter and 
Paul, one of the most densely populated and dirtiest 
regions of the city. Within a region occupied 
by 80 blocks 25 small-pox notices stare from 
the doors of residences. Fresh cases are oecur- 
ring every dav, and the scope of the disease 
widens rapidly. About two weeks ago a little 
girl living in Dekalb-street, whose sister was a 
pupil of the St. Peter and Paul School, died. Dr. 
Schlosstein, the physician in attendance, stated in 
his death eertifieate that the child had succumbed 
to chicken-pox. After the funeral her sister re- 


sumed her attendanoe at the school, and immedi- 
ately afterward 15 young girls between the ages 
of ¥ and 15, her scheolmates, were taken down in 
guick succession with the small-pox. and the 
Cisease spread through the neighborhood with 
great rapidity. The conclusion ig that the little 
girl died of small-pox, and that the infection was 
communicated to the restof the children from her 
sister's associations with them. Within the past 
few days the disease has gained a stronger hold on 
the neighborhood, and 18 cases are on hand at 
uarantine, a large majority of which will prove 
atal. Two of the cases taken there on Saturday 
evening resulted fatally Sunday morning after 
sickness of less than 36 hours. 

Tne Health Department, which is just nowina 
somewhat demoralized condition on account of 
the sudden resignation of Commissioner Frances, is 
almost disorganized by the epidemic, and doctors 
have been sent ai! through the infected district on 
tours of compulsory vaccination. in which they 
find no opposition, as the residents are panic- 
stricken and are ready to submit to any measures 
which promise to afford protection. The school in 
which the epidemic broke out has been closed for 
the ridiculously short space of one week, and the 
room in which the 15 girls were infected will te 
closed fora month. As will be seen by the follow- 
ing quotation from a letter from the Superin- 
tendent of the quarantine tothe Aeting Health 
Commissioner, whole families are being taken 
there suffering from the terribie disease: 

“Thad hoped to be able to pay you a visit some 
days ago, but had not then calculated upon what 
we have now. Therefore it wiil not do to leave 
our post lest we may extend the battle-ground. 
Oar cases are for tre most part very 
severe, and, to tell you the truth, those 
nursing tbem are well-nigh played out. 
The above paragraph was just finished yesterday 
evening, when, looking through the office window, 
I saw two ambulances passing through the en- 
trance gate, bringing with them the three German 
families; after that there was little time for writ- 
ing, and from that time to this what changes have 
taken place. Last night two patients came here. 
This morning one is in the graveyard at rest—the 
second since midnight laat nicht. I can write no 
more. My heart is too fuli, and the air anyhow is 
teo full of suffering.” 

It is feared that the end is not at hand, and thet 
in the present filthy condition of the city the prog- 
ress = the epidemic can only be stayed by a 
niiracle.

EMPLOYER AND WORKMAN. 


STRIKES OF PAINTERS, BRICK-LAYERS, CI- 
GAR-MAKERS, AND LABORERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—Over 900 house 
painters, representing 34 shops, to-day struck for 
higher wages. They are paid $2 50 per day and 
want $38. In January the House Painters’ Pro- 
tective Association resolved that after April 1 none 
of its members should work for less than $3. The 
bosses made no siens of yielding, and to-day the 
men went out. Several hundred strikers met this 
morning in the hall at Eighth and Locust streets. 


It was agreed to stay out until the bosses come to 
terms. A man from New-York sald that after 
April 10 painters in that City would not work for 
less than $3 50 a day. Another meeting will be 
held to-morrow evening. The bosses will also 
meet. Joseph Chapman, who loses about 150 men. 
offered to pay $2 75 a day, but the offer wes net 
accepted. 

John Mundell, whose shoe manufactory is at 
Thirteenth and Cherry streets, to-day discharged 
400 of his 600 employes, because he had not enough 
work to keep them employed. ‘They held several 
meetings and tried to induce him to divide what 
work he had equallyamongthem. To this he re- 
plied that common humanity would prevent him 
from having 600 people earning only about $4 a 
week each. He advised those who were discharged 
to seek employment elsewhere. 


LYNCHBURG, Va., April 2.—The tobacco 

manufacturers met this evening to consider the 
roposition of the strikers to resume work at mod- 

fled prices, but rejected the proposition, dis- 
eharged the conference committee, and refused to 
treat further with the Labor Association. White 
labor was introduced into two more factories to- 
day, and the manufacturers have sent away for 
skilled operatives to train this class of laborers. 
The strikers number 1,200, and it is belived they 
are receiving outside assistance. 

New-Haven, April 2.—The employers have 
aoced@! to the demands of the brick-layers for 
$3 75 per day, with the understanding that in case 
of the men working only nine hours on Saturday 
they will lese one hour's pay. The men have 
agreed to this, and will work only nine hours on 
Saturdays. 


PirtssurG, April 2.—The cigar-makers of 
this eity will go on strike May 1. 


CuicaGco, April 2.—Between 4,000 and 5,000 
brick-isyers went on a strike here this morning for 
their demand of $4aday. Work on all the princi- 
pal buildings has been stopped. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., April 2.—A squad of 500 
laborers on the Shamokin, Sunbury and Lewisburg 
Railway have struck foran advance of 25 cents a 
day, They now receive $1 25 per day.

HERMAN NEIMAN’S SUICIDE.

A FIGHT GROWING OUT OF TIE 8CANDAL— 
MISS BAILEY’S8 INDIGNATION. 

PoTTSVILLE, Penn,, April 2.—Dr. Thomas 
K. Halbauer, who conspicuously figured in the 
seandal which terminated in the suicide of Her- 
man Neiman, in St. Clair, last week, and which is 
still the general theme of conversation jm that 
place, was quietly sitting in a St. Clair saloon this 
evening when William Gordon, a barber, came in. 
Neo particular netice was taken of Gordon, when 
he suddenly jumped up and charged Hal- 
bauer with circulating malicious reports 
about his place of business. The Docter, who 
Was somewhat surprised at this unexpected at- 
tack, tried to explain to Gordon that the accusa- 
tion was faise, which only served to increase the 
anger of the infuriated barber. A heated discus- 
sion arose, when both men clinched. During the 
scuffle the dostor was ronchiy handled. and as 
soon as he could release himself he left the saloon 
and went toa magistrate’s office to issue a war- 
rant for Gordon’s arrest. The latter followed the 
doctor elosely, and while passing Seth Orme, the 
Postmaster, Gordon made some remark to Orme 
about Halbauer which Orme resented, whereupon 
Gordon dealt Orme a severe blow in the faee, but 
before he could repeat it he was arrested and 
placed under $1,000 bail. 

Nellie Bailey, the affianced wife of Herman Nei- 
man, is making an effort to trace up the source of 
the slanderous report against her, of which Nei- 
man accused her on the day their marriage was to 
have taken place. The Sheriff visited St. Clair to- 
day tor the purpose of institating legal proceedings 
for damages against those who circulated the 
slanderous report. Much interest prevails as to 
its result.

TH@ FAMOUS KRING MURDER CASK. 

Sr. Louis, April 2.—The news of the action 
of the United States Supreme Court, which re- 
versed the decision of the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souriinthe famous Kring murder case, created 
great excitement here. Eight years ago Kring 
murdered Dora Broemser because she would not 
marry him ata time when she had a husband liv- 
ing and was enceinte, and while Kring, too, had a 
wifo and family. He has been tried six times, and 


three times sentenced to he hanged. The 
effect of the decision is virtually to clear 
Kring. The yenue question was not pushed 
befere the United States Supreme Court. 
The defendant’s counsel hinged the case on the 
point raised on the ex post facto law. Kring was 
permi‘ted to plead cuilty to murder in the second 
degree, but this plea was set aside, and his atter- 
neys have since claimed that the State had no 
right to put him on trial for murder in the first 
degree: that he can only be put on trial for mur- 
der in the second degree now, and as the evidence 
will show murder in the first degree, as tke case is 
presented by the State, the court must instruct to 
discharge. This will end one of the most siub- 
bornly fought murder oases ever tried in this 


country.

OHIO SPRING ELECTIONS 


REPUBLICAN GAINS AND LOSSES 
IN DIFFERENT CITIES. 

A LARGE AND CLOSE VOTE IN CINCINNATI— 
COLUMBUS GOES REPUBLICAN AND 
CLEVELAND DEMOCRATIC. 

Crxcrnnatt, April 2.—The municipal elec- 
tion passed off quietly, but there was a heavy 
vote cast and much interest was shown. At 
this hour (midnight) there is nothing known 
definitely as to the result. It is general- 
ly concedei that Eshelhy, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Controller, is elect- 
ed. The vote for Mayor is probably 
very close. Both purties are claiming to have 
elected their candidate by a small majority. 
There was a great deal of scratching done, 
which, added to the heavy vote cast, will 
make the completion ef the count 
very late. The Municipal Reform Asso- 
ciation showed little strength. The reform 
ticket was scratched almost as badly as the 
regular party tickets. The Germans voted, as 


a rule, with the Republicans, but not in such 
large numbers as before the liquor agitation 
drove them over to the Democracy. The ro- 
turns thus far received indicate sufficient.Re- 
peg gains to elect Saddler, candidate for 

fayor, by a very small majority, but not 
enough returns have been received to base a 
trustworthy judgment upon. The streets are 

uiet to-night, but there is much inquiry as to 
the result. 

Only five precincts of the sixty in the city 
have yet fully reported. These show 
Republican gains. Unofficial reports gath- 
ered at the Lincoln Club indicate 
that the vote is close between Sadler and 
Stephens for Mayor. Eshelby’s election is as- 
sured by a majority of from 3,000 to 5,000. 

Specials to the Commercial Gazette say the 
Republicans have elected their candidates at 
Fostoria, Lebanon, Van Wert, Galion, 
and London, Ohio. Divided tickets are 
elected at Mansfield, Pomeroy, Newark, 
and Akron. The Democrats elect their 
entire ticket at Chillicothe and Findlay, and 
Xenia elects a Democratic City Solicitor. 

Returns, official and unofficial, from one 
third of the precincts indicate the election of 
Stephens (Dem.) for Mayor, and Eshelby 
(Rep.) for Controller. The remainder of the 
ticket is close. 

_CoLtumBus, April 2.—The election in this 
city to-day passed off quietiy and without dis- 
turbance of any kind whatever. The weather 
was decidedly chilly, but this was not enough 
to keep voters from the polls, and it is 
believed that a heavier vote was cast than at 
any previous election. The best of feeling 
bebe cere and, as was predicted last night, the 

epublicans have carried the day, electing 
Gen. C. C. Waicutt, by not less than 500 ma- 
jority, a Republican gain over the vote of 
1881 of 1,200. The Democrats spent large 
sums of money and made the claim 
that they had the German wards solid, but it 
is understood that the head of the ticket suf- 
fered heavily where it was supposed the 
present incumbent, Mayor Peters, was 
the strongest. At this hour, 11 P. M., 
it is impossible to tell how the City Council 
will stand, but it will undoubtedly remainsub- 
stantially Republican. Great interest was mani- 
fested to-night to learn the result-of the day’s 
work, the streets being full of people, as is 
usual after a State election. The result 
of to-day’s work is a complete sur- 
prise to the Demoerats, who, having 
the entire police force . at their back, 
considered themselves as too well entrenched 
to be routed. The Republican majorities will 
range from 500 to 1,000. 

CLEVELAND, April 2.—The general conces- 
sion on the part of the Republicans that the 
Democrats would carry the city was correct, 
although none of them supposed that their ae- 
feat would be as demoralizing a ene as it is. 
The Vemocrats carried their ticket of Jast 
Spring by over 2,200 majority, in the 
first flush of anger on the part of 
the Germans and saloon men over the passage 
of the Pond law. This same cause added to 
others gave them the Congressional! ticket last 
Fall by 5,000 majority. This Spring it was 
thought that the old trouble might have been 
allayed somewhat, and that a considerable 
part of the Germans would quietly 
vote the Republican ticket. The result 
bas shown this to be a fallacy, 
as the. Democrats have carried the 
day by from 2,500 to 4,000 majority, and some 
of them are claiming as high as 5,000. The 
day was bright, and a great deal of work was 
done. There was less excitement than usual, 
as the people at large did not seem to be 
very enthusiastic. In the ward tickets 
considerable scratching was done from 
local causes, and this makes the count- 
ing slow, some of the precincts being 
likely to hold out till morning. The Repub- 
licans so clearly conceded the election of the 
entire Democratic ticket that they did not 
gather to hear the returns read, while the 
Democrats filled the City Armory to over- 
flowing. Farley, the Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor, and Axworthy, 
candidate for Treasurer, are good 
for 3,000 or 3,500. Hutchins. candidate for Po- 
lice Judge, was cut some by the working men, 
but he will pull through and have a good many 
votes te spare, The Democrats have elected 12 
or 8 out of the 18 Councilmen, and will organ- 
ize that body. It is also thought that they 
will have a majority in the Board of Educa- 
tion. It isa clean sweep. 

Mr. Foran, the Congressman-elect, says: 
‘Tt means that the Democrats have come to 
stay. It means that we will carry the State 
next Fall, and that we shall elect a President 
in 1884 It means that the liberal elements 
which were forced to leave the Republican 
Party do not intend to go back.” In com- 
menting on the resultthe Herald (Republi- 
can) will to-morrow say: ‘The Lagisla- 
ture lost us the elections of a year ago 
by its course on the liquor question. 
The same cause, intensified by subsequent 
events, kept the disaffected German vote with 
the Democrats, and the dissatisfaction has cer- 
tainly not been lessened by the legislative 
action or inaction on the constitutional arhend- 
ment proposition. Tbe German vote is still 
almost solid against the Republican Party, 
and it makes no difference what the nature of 
the election or the character of the ticket.”’ 

Totepo, April 2—Midnight.—The indica- 
tions are that Romeis (Rep.) is elected Mayor 
by a small majority. 


ELECTIONS ELSEWHERE. 

Detroit, April 2..—An election was held 
in this State to-day for two Supreme Court 
Judges and two Regents of the State Univer- 
sity. The Democrats and Greenbackers 
united ina fusion ticket, dividing the can- 
didates equally between them. The 
returns indicate a reduced vote as 
compared with the Fall election. The result 
cannot be definitely stated to-night, but it seems 
probable that John W. Champlin, Fusion, and 
Thomas O’Brien, Republican, bave been 
elected Judges, with the same division of 
Regents. In this city an electien for six mem- 


bers of the Board of Education resulted in the 
election of a stright Democratic ticket, with 
majorities ranging from 100 to 80. 

East SaGtnaw, Mich., April 2.—The Demo- 
crats bave elected a Mayor and five of the 
eight Aldermen. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Apri! 2.—The indications 
at this hour—midnight—are that: the whole 
Democratic City ticket and 4, perhaps 5, out 
of 7 Councilmen are elected. The principal 
issue was the reduction of the rate of interest 
on the city bonds to 4 per cent., proposed and 
supported by the Democrats. 

ISMARCK, Dakota, April 2.—At_ the city 
election bere to-day, J. W. Raymond, the Citi- 
zens’ candidate, was elected Mayor. The en- 
tire Citizens’ ticket is elected with the excep- 
tion of the Alderman in the First Ward. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla,, April 2,—At the city 
election here to-day the straight Democratic 
ticket was elected by a majority of 300. The 
election at Fernardina passed off quietly. 
There were two tickets in the field, both Re- 
publican. Holy, Anti-Custom-honuse, was 
elected Mayor, and Hoytand Kelly, on the 
Citizens’ ticket, were elected Aldermen. 

KEOKUK, Iowa, April 2.—The Republicans, 
at the city election to-day, elected George D.

MEXICAN PROSPERITY. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE TO CONGRESS— 
ADVANCE OF RAILWAY WORK. 

City or Mexico, April 2.—In his Message 
to Congress the President states that the Guate- 
mala question Is definitely settied, and Mexico en- 
joys peace with all foreign powers. He will pre- 
sent the draft of a commercial treaty with the 
United States to the Senate for ratifieation when 
he deems that the proper time has arrived. He 
considers this treaty beneficial to both countries, 
but announces that it has not been ratified by the 


American Senate. He congratulates Congress 
upon peace a throughout the country, and 
states that the few disturbances that have occurred 
since last September were purely local in charac- 
ter and have all terminated satisfactorily. The 
postal reform authorized by Congress would, he 
said, be introduced very soon, and he expected 
would produce substantial benefits to the ceuntry. 
The Treasury receipts for the first half of the pres- 
ent fiscal year were larger than those for the same 
period last year by nearly $1.000,000, but the im- 
portation duties are falling off, which he explains 
thus: When the Central and National Railroads 
began the construction of their: roads they drew 
all their money from abroad. Since they have 
completed long seetions of their lines the traffic 
receipis. with Government subventions, have di- 
minished their need fer foreign money. 

The sudden introduction of said large ameunts 
of foreign money lowered discounts and facili- 
tated business. Since these companies have ceased 
drawing all their money from abroad money has 
become searcer and interest on the same has in- 
creased. Consequently, orders for foreign goods 
have slightiy decreased. He says the development 
of all national industries has steadily increased, 
and he is confident the present prosperity will re- 
main uninterrupted, but recommends Congress to 
be prudent and economical. He refers with satis- 
faction to the rapid advanee of railroad work, es- 
peeially on the Central and National lines. The 
work on the revision of the Customs tariff, he 
says, continues, and will require several months 


more.

of the White Mountain Indians, where they’ 
found a buck named Peaeh, who went 
out with Loco’s band of Chiracahuas on 
April 19 last. Nadaski and Peach were. 
brought in, and the former was tried and’ 
ordered to Camp Thomas to be placed in frons, 
with a recommendation that he be sent to Dry 
Tortugas for life for harbering renegades, threat- 
ening to burn the avency, kill employes, go on the 
war-path with the Chirieahuas, and for endanger-. 
ing the peace of the reservation. Hoping to ob- 
tain information, Peach will be held here for three . 
or four days. The Indians here will see to it that 
he does not escape. Allare quiet. Conduct of In-+ 
dians last night proves their loyalty.” ‘

THE ALMS-HOUSE HORRORS 


TESTIMONY OF ONE OF GOV. BUT. 
LER’S WITNESSES. 

THE MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATIVE COmwurtT- 
TEE INVESTIGATING THE AFFAIRS oF 
THE TEWKSBURY ALMS-HOUSE. 

Boston, April 2.—The committee of the 
State Legislature investigating the effairs of the 
Tewksbury Alms-house held a long session to-day. 
Great crowds attended the sitting. The array 
of counsel was increased by the addition of 
counsel for the Harvard Medical School, 
George Putnam. Gov. Butler came in late and 
apologized for his tardiness, stating with sig- 
nificant emphasis that it was due tothe pressure of 
official business. The former night watebman at 
the Alms-house, Charles H. Dudley, was the first 
witness of the day, recalled by the Governor. He 
continued his story of the removal of dead bodies 
of paupers, and added a new chapter on the con- 
dition and conduct of the female insane depart- 
ment. When he had detected Mr. Marsh, the 
Superintendent's son, engaged in loading bodies af 
the dead-house to be carted away, he said thaf 
Marsh remarked: ‘* We have got to have some pay 
for our trouble taking care of these eritters.” 

Dudley then told of the case of an intoxicated 
man who was bronght to the Almsy-house from 
Bosten handcuffed, late one afternoon. He was 
taken directly to a cell under the men’s ward. Two 
hours later the man appeared much excited and 
bewildered. Water was offered him two or three 
times during the night, but no food. The next 
nigkt he was in much the same condition, and’ 
Water was offered him twice. Thethird night he 


seemed to be in asinking condition. The atten- 
tion of the Superintendent and of the was 
called to the man, but he received only 
the little attention that Dudtey conid give 
him during that night. The next morn- 
ing he was very low. Dudley wrote in 
large letters ona piece of no gah “The man 
the cell is very sick, and I think will not last bat 
short time.”” Then he went to bed. When he got 
up in the afternoon he was told by ‘ French Joe,” 
one of the employes, that the man had died dur« 
ing the forenoon, and that there was enough of 
them left. henge next gave evidence intended te 
show that Mrs. Marsh, the Superintendent’s wife, 
appropriated the clothes the pauvers brought with 
them, and that these clothes were made over for 
her grandchildren. Next he tebd of the 

crying at night because they were hungry. The 
children were fed in the dining-room, he said,-- 
with the older ismates, where they could not look 
out for themselves. The table: would aceommo- 
date abeut 150, and the inmates used to eat in re- 
lays. The food was always poor. The bread wad 
sour nearly all the time, and the quantity was very 
— espeeiuliy for those who had to work about 

e farm. 

* T spoke about it once to Cast. Marsh,” said the 
witness, *‘and reported especially the condition of 
the hungry children. He said he cuessed they mot 
enough. I said I theught that thay didn’t, and 
had taken the liberty several times to carry them 
pieces of bread. He tola me he didn’t want me 
do that any more. The food consisted of 
principally—two slices in the morning. and what 
they called coffee; at dinner 2 piece of fish va 
bread and water, sometimes a little hash. F 
supper two slices of bread and very poor tea. Oo 
easionally they had what they called soup; if you 
were very careful you might have seen littie 
globules of grease on the top, and if you were 
lueky you would find « small particle of meat.” 

After being night watchman, Dudley was 

ointed, with his wife, tothe care of the female 

sane. They had charge of an average of about 
140 patients. While in this department he found 
that the trunks belonging to thé patients had been 
taken away. The beds, made of straw, wereina 
rotten condition, fairly steaming with filth: most 
of the beds had only ene sheet, and some not any. 
There was only one thickness of blanket; most of 
the females were without umderciothing and shoes’ 
and stockings, and nothing but a thin calieo dress. 
This was in July. The cells were aisoin a filthy 
condition. 

Of one casein partioular here Dudley testified: 
“In the attie in another cell I found a woman 
lying on the straw perfectly naked; the straw wes 
bad and filthy. I was told by one of the assistants 
that this woman had been in this cell about a year. 
She was so violeatly insane that she would tear het 
clethes. She was so near a skeleton that she 
would not have weighed more than 40 pounds. 
My wife immediately clothed her, and I nad the 
room cleaned out. She had had only one meala 
day, carried to her by an idiotic girl, whe said 
she bad always taken care of the old woman. 
allowed her to continue doing so, but watched her 
and found that she threw the foed away and came 
back with the empty , telling me that tite 
woman had eaten all of her food. I then carried 
the food myself and the assistant teok it into the 
room. In five or six weeks we had the woman out 
of the cell and down into the sitting-room so 
enanged that her own bus did not know her. 
Her name was Mary Brown.” 

Gov. Butler— What was her husband’s name? 

Witness—I don’t know; he lives in Boston. 

Gov. Butler—Never mind, the newspapers will 
bring bim to me to-morrow morning. 

Dudley further testified tothe treatment in the 
the infasts’ department. He remarked to @ 
woman who was put in charge of it soon after she 
took charge that she seemed to be fortunate in her 
treatment of the children; they kept mure quiet 
than formerly. ‘* Yes,” she said, and: she brought 
out a half-pint bettle, saying that was some stuff 
which she gave them to make them quiet. He ex- 
amined it and found that it was a mixture of 
morphia. She said that it was something left 
there by the day onurae. They had put 
her down among the ehildren to punish her. and 
she was going to make it as easy, for herself as she 
eould. He toid her thatshe would kill the children if 
she cave them so much merphine. and she said she 
did not care if she did. He complained of ber to the 
Superintendent, but it was 10 cays before she was 
removed. Dudley said that he knew personally of 
73 babies being in that institution and yew Fis of 
them lived—James Riley, a remarkable child. 

** Yes.” said Gov. Butler, “he must have been a 
remarkable child.” [Laughter.) 

The Governor asked the witness if funerals were 
held often at the Alms-house, and Dudiey replied 
that they never had funeral services over babies. 
A clergyman from Boston, he said, used to come 
out, and remarked to Dudley that it must be a 

‘healthy piace there, for there- had been no death 
since he began to make his visits. Dudley informed 
nim that there had beer many, and he said that 
he had never been called upon. Dudley then told 
him that he was in the wrong place. 
If he would go and stand down 
by the barn he would have chances 
enough to attend funerals, if they would wait long 
enough forhim. Healso testified that to his com: 
plaint to the Superintendent about the food to the 
inmates Capt. Marsh replied that the inmates were 
brought there to die. He further testified that the 
State Inspectors of the Insane Department were 


lax. 

Dudley was sebjected to a long and vigorous 
cross-examination by the counsel for the Trustees. 
which he weathered fairly well. Theintent of the 
cross-examination was to show that the instrue- 
tions given to him toseeas little as possible of 
what was going on and otherdamaging statements 
were none of them made in the presence of wit- 
nesses; that there were printed rules for 
the gevernment of all the empioyes; tnat 
the mysterious big boxes filled with pieces 
of bedding, shbeetings, silk. and  carpetings 
wers boxes called ‘‘catch-all’ for rubbisz 
and odd pieces of materials, which were not 
carried away from the institution, but were kept 
in a closet; that the statements of the witness 
about the suspicious removals from the dead- 
house were not to be credited, and were to’ be 
easily explained, andthat the witness had a griev- 
ance against the Superintendent of the Alms: 
house and his family, and haa said that he would 
geteven with them. The witness lett the instita- 
tion in July. 1878. No other witness was examined, 
and afteralong session adjournment was taken 
until to-morrow evening. :

STRICT QUARANTINE AT NEW-ORLEANS. 

New-OrLeans, April 2.—Gov. McEnery 
has issued a proclamation establishing a quaran: 
tine of not less than 10 days against vessels, crews, 
passengers, and cargoes from the Mexican ports 
of Matamoros, Tampico, Tuxpan, Vera Cruz, and 
Minatitlan; Porto Rico and Jamaica, and the Bra: 
zilian ports of Rio de Janeiro, Bahia, and Pernam- 
buco; other West Inaia islands and ports along the 


isthmus and the coast of South America to Brazil; 
the Islands of Barbados. St. Thomas, Martinique, 
Guadaloupe, and Trinidad, and the ports of Colen, 
Cartagena, Savanilla, Baranquilia, Laguayra, 
Georgetown, and Cayenne. The eaves will 
go into effect May 1. It is unusually severe, and 
practically prevents intercourse with the specified 
points. All steamers running in the Havana and 
Vera Cruz trade will be taken off after May! and 
the trade of those ports restored to New-York, 
while the large coffee traddé will be sent back te 
Baltimore, frem whieh it has teen won in the past 
few years.

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS 


A MURDERER SAVED FROM THE 
GALLOWS. 

THE REMARKABLE CASE OF CHARLES F, 
KRING—DECISIONS IN THE MISSOURI 
BANK CASES-—-A CITY BOND CASE. 

Wasninoton, April 2.—A decision was ren- 

@ered by the United States Supreme Court to-day 

in the interesting criminal case of Charles F. 

Kring, plaintiff in error, against the State of Mis- 

aouri, brought here upon a writ of error from the 

Supreme Court ef that State. Kring, the plaintiff in 

error, on Jan. 4, 1875, shot and killed a woman 

mamed Dora Broemser. At the March term of the 

St. Louis Criminal Court, in the same year, he was 

Indicted for murder in the first degree, tried. found 

guilty, and sentenced to be hanged. Upon appeal 

the judgment of the Criminal Court was reversed, 
and a new trial ordered. Two more trials fol- 
lowed, in both of which the jury failed 
to agree. Upon the fourth trial the pris- 
oner made an agreement with the State’s 

Attorney to plead guilty of murder 

in the second degree upon condition that his 

sentence should be imprisonment for a period not 
longer than 10 years. Under this plea, however, 
he was sentenced to imprisonment for 25 years. 

He again appealed, and the jndgment of the lower 

courts was reversed by the Supreme Court and the 

pause a second time remanded. Upon his next 
trial the prieoner refused to withdraw his plea of 
guilty of muréer inthe second degree or to make 
any other plea, whereupon the court ordered a plea 


of not guilty to be entered for him, and he was 
again tried for murder in the first degree, found 
guilty, and senteneed to suffer death. He appealed 
successively to the Court of Appeals and te the 
Supreme urt of the State. In both of these 
tribunals the judgment and sentence ef the court 
below were affirmed. The sentence was then or- 
dered to be executed Feb. 24, 1882, but before that 
time Judge Milier, of the United States Su- 
preme Court, granted a writ of error, and 
the ease was brought here fer final review. 
Under the Constitution and laws of Missouri, in 
force at the time the offense was committed and 
the indietment found, the prisoner could not be 
tried for murder in the first degree after be had 
been convicted or pleaded guilty of murder in the 
second degree; but under the Constitution of 1875, 
as censtraed by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri, one indieted for murder in the 
frst degree and convicted or sentenced on 
a plea of guilty of murder in the second degree 
may be again tried for murder in the first degree 
in case of an appeal and reversal. It was con- 
tended in all the courts by the prisoner's counsel 
that the section of the State Censtitution of 1875, 
adopted. subsequent to the time the offense was 
committed and subsequent to the finding ot the 
indictment, could not be applied to the prisoncr’s 
pease; that it changed the punishment; that it was 
an ex post facto law, and such re- 
pugnant to the Constitution of the United 
States. Justice Miller, in a long and carefully 
written opinion, rendered the decision of this 
eourt, which may be brifly summed up as follows: 
“We are of opinion that any jaw passed after 
the commission of an offense, which, in relation to 
that offense or its consequences, alters the situa- 
tion of a party to his disadvantage, is an ex post 
facto law. Noone can be criminally puntsbed in this 
country,except according to a law prescribed fer his 
government by the sovereign authority, before the 
imputed offense was committed. and which existed 
asalawatthetime. The provision of the Consti- 
tatien of Missouri which denies to the plaintiff in 
error the benefit which the previous law gave bim 
of acquittal! of the charge of murder in the first de- 
on conviction of murder in the second degree 
as to his case, an ex post facto law within 
the meaning of the Constitution of the 
United States, and for the error of the 
Sapreme Court of Missouri in holding otherwise 
its judgment is reversed and the case remanded to 
it with directions to reverse the judgment of the 
Criminai Court of St. Louis. and ter such farther 
ings as are net inconsistent with this 
opinion.” Chief-Justice Waite and Justives Brad- 
Jey, Gray, and Matthews dissented. This decision, 
rende by a bare majority of one, finally re- 
lieves the prisoner from the sentenee of death 
which has been hanging over him fer the past 
seven years. 

A deeision was also rendered bythe court to- 
day in the tax case of the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad Company against the United States, 
brought here upon a writ of error from the Circuit 
Court for the Western District of Tennessee. This 
Was a suit instituted by the United States to re- 
cover taxes alleged to be due from the company, 
under the revenue acts of 1862, 1864, . 
on account of interest coupons and divi- 
dends paid between July 1, 1862, and Jan. 
1, 1866. This court holds. first, that it was nota 
valid defense for the company to show that its in- 
tome during the time specified came from prop- 
erty which was within Confederate territory. The 

roperty, although within the Confederate lines 
at a! to the company, and the income derived 
from it was actually paid out by the company in 
divideads to stoekbolders and to diseharce the eor- 
porate debts for interest, and was therefore liable 
totax. It would bave been proper for the court 
below to direet the verdict for the United States 
whieh was given in this branch of the case; second, 
where it appears, asin the second branch of this 
case, that at the end of a civil war, during 
which interest has fallen in arrears and earnings 
have been substantially suspended, the company, 
in reorganizing its affairs for future business, either 
fands its past due coupers in a new issue of bends 
or pays them from tke proceeds of the sales 
of the new bonds, ench facts constitute a 
complete defense toa suit for the recovery ofa 
tax charged on sueh payments of interest. Third, 
the compromise made between the United States 
and the company in 1870 was, as shown by the 
papers in evidence, confined to the claims of the 
United States for taxes and penaities growing out 
of the interest which matured between May, 1866, 
and July, 1862. The judgment of the Cireuit Court 
is reversed and the cause remanded for such fur- 
ther proceedings not inconsistent with the opinion 
of this court, as justice may require. Opinion by 
Chief-Justice Wziie. 

A decision was also rendered in another care 
affecting the same railread, namely, The Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad Company vs. The State 
of Alabama, for the use of Jacksen County. This 
was an action brought bythe Statein one of its 
courts against the railroad company, whose road 
passed through its limits, to recover the amount 
a county tax assessed upon the roagd’s property. 

question raised here is, whether the suit was 
removable fromthe State to the Federal courts 
on the ground that the railroad was a corporation 
of Tennessee. This court holds that the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad Company is made by the 
statutes of Alabama an Aiabame corporation, and 
although previousiv incorporated in Tennessee, it 

not remove izto the Cireuit Court of the United 

tatesasuit brought against i¢in Alabama by a 
pitizen of Alabama. ‘The deeree of the Circuit 
Court is affirmed. Opinion by Justice Gray. 

Decisions were 2lso rendered by the eourt to- 
fay in the Missouri Bank cases—a series of erimi- 

suits brought in the name of the United States 

inst some of the officers and directors of the 

‘ational Bank of Missouri for alleged fraudulent 
misappropriation of the funds of that institution. 
The cases, which ail came up on demurrers 
to the indictments, are as follows: No. 
6-—The United States, % Vs. James 
H. Britton. On certifieate of division from the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Missouri.—This suit is founded 
on section 5,299 Revised Statutes.—The court holds 
that it was necessary in all the counts of the in- 
dietment. which charge a fraudulent purchase of 
the stock by the defendant, to state that the 
moneys of the association used in the purchase of 
the stock were misapplied for the use and benefit 
of some person or company other than the associa- 
tion. From this view it follows that the first 36 counts 
of the indictment must be held good. Counts 87 to 76 
inciusive are insufficient and bad. The first branch 
of the first eertified question and the seeond, sey- 
enth, and ninth questions are answered in the af- 
firmative, and the fifth, sixth, and eighth questions 
in the negative; opinion by Justiee Woods. No.

DORSEY STILL UNDER FIRE. 

Wasuincton, April 2.—The eighteenth week 
of the second trial was begun this morning, and 
the end still appears to be a long way off.

Objection was made by Mr. Ingereoll, 
who availed bimself of the opportunity to explain 
his theory, that Rerdeli had gone through the copy- 
books, taken from them every letter that eould be - 
ef any possible use to the defendants, and given 
them to the Government in part consideration of 
its protection, Other letters he had forged and 


manufactured. Now his client purposed stending 
upon his legal right and accepting the consequences 
that might befall him from any inferences caus-d 
by this conduct rather than bring the books into 
court and let inferences be drawn that might touch 
otker people, political, theological, or otherwise. 
The witness stated that an examination of the 
— revealed the fact that 600 pages had been 
orn out. 

Mr. Dorsey said that he paid Moore $250 upon 
Miner’s order. Mimer was then in Denver. Had 
not directed nor advised Miner to employ Moore, 
nor did witness know Moore before his employ- 
mentin 1878, Did not recollect asking Boone to 
recommend a man able to go West and make the 
sub-contracts. Certainly had not asked Boone to 
recommend such a man to him (witness) because 
he had no interest in the business. - 

Mre Merrick—I know you say so; but whether 
yeu had or not is just what I am trying to find ont. 

The witness stou ly denied any recollection of 
having employed Moore; had sent a check to Mrs. 
Moore at Boone’s request, and had seen the check 
since; it was charged to Miner, Peck & Co. If 
witness had made a contract with Moore be would 
certainly have remembered it All conversations 
described by Moore were generally denied by the 


ness, 

Mr. Merrick inqtired if the witness had exam- 
ined the index to ascertain if the letter-books had 
ever contained the letters deseribed, Mr. Inger- 
soll objected, but the question was allowed, and 
the witness answered that he had not asked the 
question of Col. Love, who hed examined the 
books. Mr. Ingersoll positively refused to produce 
the index, and the witness added that he was not 
sure that it existed. 

Personally, the witness did not know that Moore 
had been sext West a second time, but had been 
told so by Miner since this trial beran. Had ad- 
vised Miner to employ James L. Hodses, of Leaa- 
ville, and had probably written to Hodges. 
Did not remember whether or not he had 
given passes to Hodges. While witness was 
in the Senate he had asked for passes 
over tho Pacific Road for many persons, but could 
rot remember their names. The chances were 
that he had asked for passes for persons seut West 
on this mail business. Modges had been employed 
by Miner on witness's recemmendation. Supposed 
he procured passes for Rerdell when be went West 
in the Spring of 1878. Believed be put $8,000 in 
Rerdeli’s possession. Did not remember giving 
him one maesnone about establishing ranches or 
Post Offices upon bo Nag River route beyond 
his general instructi@us, Whetter or not he had 
told Rerde!l so, the witness had believed that the 
route would be increased. He was bapry to say 
that he was not a member of the firmof John 
Dorsey & Co. The “‘compdny” was Boone. Wit- 
ness deposited $3,000 in either the German-Ameori- 
can National or Savings Bank, and authorized 
Rerdell to draw against it in the name of 
John W. Dorsey & Co. Mr. Merrick inquired if 
it was not a singular proceeding to authorize 
Rerdell to sign the firm's name to checks without 
asking their permission. The witness did not look 
at itin that light; he had furnished the money, and 
thought he had the right to protect himself in that 
way. No security had been required from Rerdell. 
Witness had done everything he cou!d to have the 
service lawfully and properly increased where it 
was deserved. 

Rerdell'’s letters of introduction to Goy. Rontt 
and Capt. Paddock,-of Colorado, were read by 
Mr. Merrick. They represent Rerdell as a man of 
irreproachable eharacter. Mr. Merrick inquired if 
these statements were true. 

“In the light of present events?” sarcastically 
queried the witness. 

“In the light of the events of April, 1879,” re 
turned Mr. Merrick. 

“Oh, I suppose so,”’ answered the witness. 

The witnoss described at some length the eir- 
cumstances attending the distribution of the routes 
when he assumed au active interest in the business. 
Sub-contracts were given to Miner by Peck and 
Dorsey, and all the routes witness reeeived from 
Miner were given by sub-contracts to witness or 
Rerdell. Assignments of postal drafts were also 
made. Witness employed Rerdell to look after his 
routes, After that witness did everything he could 
lawfully and properly do to have such service in- 
creased as deserved it, and if he had neglected 
anything to that end he did not know it. Witness 
understood that the basis for expedition according 
to the departmental reculations was the affidavits. 
Up to the 27th of June, 1879, witness had very little 
todo with the business; the whole thing was in 
Rerdell’s bands. -** At that time,” said the witness, 
earnestly. *‘I had no more to do with it than you 
had, Mr. Merrick, nor did I care three straws for 
the ¢ontracts,”” He was asked why John Dorsey 
had given an affidavit in connection with one of 
his (witness’s) routes on April 26, 1879. He said he 
believed that the regulations required an affidavit 
from the contractor of record, and in this ease 
Jobn Dorsey was the contractor. 

Another affidavit was shown. The witness did 
not know whether or not he filled it up. “ There 
isanother person who writes a hand Iike mine,” 

said he. 
“Doyou refer to W. F. Kellogg?” inquired Mr. 
Merrick quickly. 

The witness was not aware that Kellogg had tes- 
tified to anything of that kind, and was referred to 
the record. 

The orders for increase and expedition upon the 
witness's routes were then taken up, and he was 
asked if he recollected them. In the majority of 
cases he recollected the orders, but declared that 
he was pet in the city_«t the time. He had never 
drawn a cent from the Government on aecount of 
these routes; during two quarters had discounted 
the drafts through banks, which secured the money. 

Mr, Merrick inquired if the witness did not recol- 
lect that within a few months of his assuming 
charge of the business the receipts from the routes 
had been increased by $101,246 35 per annum. The 
witness said that he remembered the increered re- 
ceipts generally, but not the specific sums. It was 
& mistake to suppose that the profits were large. 
The Minera! Park-Pieehe route showed an apparent 
profit of $10,000 per annum, but it had been sold 
for a smali sum because it was an actual loss from 
the heavy fines and deductions—$30,000—that re- 
mained yet unpaid. 

While upon the subject of the route from Toquer- 
ville to Adairville, the witness said that Rerdell 
had an interest in it, and was paid $3,000 per 
annum,

en .—Did he not? A.—No, Sir; he stole nearly 
. 


£800, I belive, on that very ronte. 
—Wher? A.—About a year and a half ago. 
.—Who from? A.—Bosier and myse!lt. 
—How? A.—There were sub-contracts given 
to for the entire pay; Bosler held drafts for 


the entire pay, and wasto pay the sub-eontractors. 
Rerdell went to Bosler— 

The prosecution objected to the recital of facts 
not within the witness’s personal knowledge. 

The court said that the matter was neither perti- 
So collateral, although oalled up by the prose- 
eution. 

Mr. Bliss undertook to say that the statement 
was untrue. 

The witness said that he oughtto know some- 
thing about it when he had paid the meney him- 
self, but the court refused te permit a further an- 
ewer. 

The witness said that Bosler first went into the 
business to advance money. When witness left 
this city in June, 1879, he had no intention of re- 
turning. Supposed that he kad informed Bosier 
as to the nature of the business and the re- 
ceipts, but had no _ reeollevstion of having 
a statement made for that purpose, or of having 
directed Rerdell to show the books to Bosler. 
Probably saw Bosler in this eity or New-York and 
told him about the business. Bosler was to ac- 
vance the money and receive interest for it; he 
was also to receive a third interest as a bonus. 
The witness would not have referred Bosler to 
sueh a man as Rerdell. because Bosler was in the 
habit of thoroughly examining into matters when 
he’ advaneei money. Had settled with Bosler 
just before the beginning of this trial, and the ac- 
count-beok had been given to witness.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
THE WRECK OF THE ASHUELOT—A BOARD OF 
HEAVY ORDNANCE OFFICERS. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—Rear-Admiral] Clitz, 
commanding the Asiatic station, reports under 
date of Hong Kong, Feb. 28, giving the facts con- 
cerning the loss of the Ashuelot, gathered from the 
report of Commander H. H. Mailan, who com- 
manded the lost vessel. The Ashuelot left Amoy 
at 2 P. M. on Feb. 17, with fine weather; at 6P. M. 
left Chapel Island; at 8 P. M. the weather became 
foggy and the engines were slowed. It had been 
the intention to change the course at 4 A. M., ard 
the navigator, Lieut. A.B. Wyckoff, had come on 
deck for that purpose. He was in the chart-room 


consulting with the commanding officer, when 
laud was reported on the starbaard bow. The 
helm was put hard a-starboard and the engines 
stopped, but too late to clear an ‘outlying rock, 
and the ship struck at a few minutes after 4 
abreast of tho fore-rigging—as far as could be 
judged—unaer the bottom. Soundings showed 
17% fathoms. The ship struck off the’ East Lam- 
ocks. The boats were cleared away, both anchors 
let go, andattempts made to save the ship, but it 
was found that she was filling rapidly and that the 
bilge pumps were of no use, so she was aban- 
doned. She sank in 12 minutes from the time the 
order to abandon ship was given. It was impos- 
sibie to beach her es the nearest point available 
was five miles distant. With the exception of afew 
unimportant articles, both officers and men lost 
all their personal effects. A court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the circumstances of the Joas was or- 
dered on board the Richmond, anc was in session 
at the time that Admiral Clitz's report was written. 
The wreck now lies in an upright position in about 
17 fathoms ef water, and nothing showing but her 
topmasts. Work cannot well be begun on her be- 
fore April or May, after change of monsoon. 
Lieut. D. H. Mahan and five mon from the Rich- 
mond were detailed to remain in the vicinity of the 
wreck and protect it from pillace. Paymaster 
Whitehouse, of the Ashuelot, was ordered to take 
special charge of the investigations connected with 
the final disposition of the wreck, and upon his re- 
vort Admiral Clitz would be enabled to determine 
what course to pursue. 

The uct of Congress making appropriations for 
the Nayal Service for the next fiscal year anthor- 
izes the President to select from the army and 
navy six officers to constitute a board for the pur- 
pose of examining and reporting to Congress 
which of the navy-yards or arsenals owned by the 
Government has the best location, and is best 
adaptec for the establishment of a Government 
foundry,or what otber methed, if any, should be 
adopted for the manufacture of heavy ordnance 
adapted to modern warfare, for the use of the 
army and navy, and the cost of all buildings, tools, 
and implements necessary to be used in the manu- 
facture thereof, including the cost of a 
steam hammer or apparatus of _ sufficient 
size for the mapnfacture of the heaviest 
guns. Secretaries Lincoln and Chandler this 
afternoon selected the following named officers to 
gerve upon this board: Commodore Edward Simp- 
son, Capt. Edmund O. Matthews, Col. Thomas G. 
Baylor, Ordnance Department; Lieut.-Col. Henry 
T. Abbot, Engineer Corps; Major Samuel S. Elder. 
Second Artillery; Lieut. William H. Jacques, of 
the Navy. The names of these officers will be sub- 
mitted to the President for his approval.

A VALET’S BLIGHTED HEART. 


SUING A YOUNG LADY FOR $10,000 ror 
BREACH OF PROMISE. 

Lawyer John Croak’s office, at No. 22 
Broadway, was yesterday afternoon crowded to 
its fullest capacity by persons interested in the suit 
of Bernhard Barwich against Rebecca McLean for 
$10,000 for breach of promise. Barwich is a Prus- 
sian who understands English with great apparent 
difieulty. Heis 36 years old, thin-faced, and not 
in any way what would be termed “a ladies’ man.” 
He is valet to Benjamin Beney, a paralytic, living 
at No. 287 East Fifty-third-street. Last Summer 
Mr. Beney and bis servant boarded at the 
hovse of Mrs. MoKenzie. at Stapleton, Staten 
Island. There the valet met!Miss McLean, who is 
apparently about 28 years of age. She, too, hasa 
thin face, and also red hair. She is a plain-looking 


young woman. Miss McLean Jived on a place with 
her mother adjoining the McKenzie estate. The 
two met in June, and beeame engaged in July. 
Barwich gave Rebecca a diamond ring, for which 
he ry he paid over $100.. Various dates were 
fixed for their marriage, but for different reasons, 
one of which was the death of the young woman’s 
mother, it was postponed. Barwich says that 
Miss -McLean was very anxious to have the 
wedding day fixed for an early date when 
they were first engaged. This Miss McLean 
denies. About the middle of January last they 
had a dispute about a young man named Chisholm, 
with whom, tn the lover's opinion, Rebecca was on 
too friendly terms. Jan. 27, which was Sunday, 
they had another dispute, this time about a Mr. 
Hamilton, a printer, whom Miss McLean intro- 
duced to Barwich as her cousin. The result of this 
urpleasantness was that Rarwieh got his ring 
back and Miss McLean got a locket and chain 
whieh belonged to herand which was in her lover's 

oesession. Barwich claims that Miss McLean 

roke the engagement because he remonstrated 
with her about her intimacy with Hamilton, and 
says that she told him she had only become en- 
gaged to him to revenge herself on another suitor. 
Miss MeLean says Barwich broke it himself be- 
cause of his jealousy. Be that as it may, the valet 
began a suit against Miss McLean for $10,000. The 
wase was referred to Mr. Croak to hear and deter- 
mine. 

As Barwich sat in the lawyer's office yesterday 
afternoon he did not look like a blighted being, but 
it is possible that under a smiling exterior he hid a 
heart Jacerated to the extent of the damages 
claimed. Withina yard of him sat Miss MeLean, 
neatly dressed in black, and apparently deeply in- 
terested, at times amused, by tke proceedings. She 
eyed her former lover closely, an attention which 
he did not return. Barwich was the only witness. 
On his direct examination he testified to the facts 
given above. He was cross-examined by B. Doran 
Killian, Mies McLean’s attorney. Mr. Killian sought 
to show that Barwich’s memory was bad, and that 
he could net remember the events at the breaking 
of the engagement upon which the case turns. 
Barwich said his memory had not weakened durin 
the last four or five years. Since the breaking o: 
the engagement, however, it had been defective. 

“Do you remember any words used by Miss Me- 
Lean when she asked you to come upon her croquet 
lawn?” Barwich was asked. 

‘** Yes, as far as I can recollect,” replied the wit- 
ness. 

Barwich, in his complaint, sets forth that by 
reason of Miss McLean’s breaking off the engace- 
ment he was made sick for seuera! days, besides 
being much damaged in character. On the Tres- 
day when he was sick he had intended to buy 500 
shares cach of SutroTunnel and Rappahannock min- 
ingstock. Among his losses by reason of Miss Mc- 
Lean’s heartless conduct he connted the probable 
profit he would have made on the stock in ques- 
tion. The hearing will be continued this after- 
noon. Miss McLean’s friends characterize the suit 
as an attempt to get possession of part of her for- 
tune, which amounts to $50,000. 
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TROUT OF EVERY KIND. 


THE FINE DISPLAY MADE AT FULTON MAR- 
KET YESTERDAY. 

The central portion of the new Fulton Mar- 
ket was opened to the public for the firgt time yes- 
terday, and the dealers in poultry, vegetables, 
fruits, and butter and cheese, displayed tneir wares 
for the first time on their new and shining count- 
ers. “The main attraction to visitors to the market 
yesterday, however, was the fish stand of Eugene 
G. Blackford, which occupies about half the length 
of the Beekman-street side of the building. Mr. 
Blaekford, as has been his custom for several years, 
celebrated the opening of the trout season by a dis- 


play of troutand other fish which attracted during 
the day thousands of men and women. The 
display of fish yesterday was a remarkably 
fine oue, but it will be still finerinaday or two. 
Among those who inspected it were Pref. E. L. 
Youmans, Fish Commissioner Frederick Mather, 
ex-Gov. Gibbs, of Oregon; Fieh Commissioner 
Roosevelt, John E. Devlin, George Shepherd Pape, 
President of the Fishcultural Association; Assist- 
ant United States Treasurer Thomas C. Acton, 
Leonard Jerome, Jordan L. Mott, John Foord, and 
“Earl Grosvenor, son of thé Duke of Westminster, 
of Engiand. 

The live fish were displayed in aquaria, which 
were arranged on both sides of the passageway, 
and the dead spesimens looked even more pe 2 
ing than the live ones nestling op beds of rich 
moss. In each of the aquaria an electrio lamp was 
suspended. Among the special features of the dis- 
play are four rainbow trout eaught in Paper Mill 
Creek, Marion County, Cal. The largest of these 
fish weighs 16 pounds and the smallest 8 pounds. 
They are distinguished from other varieties of 
trout on the Atiantic side of the eontinont by a 
scarlet band which runs along the entire length of 
the fish and by biack spots which speckle it all 
over. In an aguarium are two live trout ot the 
same variety. the female weighing 3 pounds and 
the male 24g pounds, which were raised by 
the South Side Club, of Long Island, from 
egzgs sent to the elub by Prof. Baird. 
From the Minnesota State Hatchery s imens are 
displayed of California salmon and brook trout, 
land-locked salmon, Lake Superior trout, wall- 
eyed pike, and yellow pereh. A iarge number of 
Canadian trout, weighing from four to six pounds 
each, are shown, which are remarkable for an en- 
tire lack of distinguishing colors, having none of 
the familiar red spots. Of the cultivated vari- 
eties of tront which aro exhibited alive in 
the aquaria, the finest specimens are 
displayed by the Seuth Side Club, of Long Island. 
From the New-York State Hatchery, at Cold 
Spring,: a variety of small trout-only recently 
hatched has been sent, principally land-locked 
salmon, and Salmo salar. These tiny creatures, 
which look like wiggling pieces of black thread, 
are exhibited in the McDonal & Ferguson hatching 
jars. There are also displayed about 400 live carp, 
a number of biack bass and goldfish, and two liv- 
ing Axolos. These reptiliams were sent here by 
M. Carbonnier, of Paris, abottayear ago. They 
are curious white creatures, about eight inehes in 
length, and possess a breathing apparatus ontside ef 
themselves in the form of two singular bunches on 
the side of the head.

CONSOLIPATION OF EXCHANGES. 

The vote on the part of the members of the 
New-Yerk Mininz Exchange on the question of 
consolidating with the National Petroleum Ex- 
change must be completed to-day. The President 
of the first named Exchange, Mr. George F. Mann, 
recently sent out official ¢ireulars in whieh tickets 
for and against the proposed consolidation were 
inclosed, and members were requested to manifest 
their preference by letter. The answers received 
up to yesterday afternoon represented nearly four- 
fiiths of all of the members, and Indicated that 
about three to one were in favor of consoli- 
dation. As the National Petroleum Exchange 
had alreaagy voted for consolidation, the 
question was yesterday regarded as be- 
ing practically settled. A circular fesued 
by John A. Macpherson, a member of the New- 
York Mining Exchange, stated that the proposed 
consolidation would add 500 members to the Ex- 
change, 211 of the new members being members 
of leading Exchanges in New-York, Bradford, and 
Oil City. Of those in this City, 68 are members of 
the Stock Exchange, 41 members of the Produce 
Exchange, and 21 of the Cotton Exchange. The 
title of the new Exchange will be ‘* The New-York 
Mining Stock and National Petroleum Exchange,” 
aud business Is to be transacted in the present 
rooms of the New-York Mining Exchange. The 
Board of Managers will be increased from 27 to 39 
members, the additional members to be chosen 
generally from the members of the consolidated 
organizations.

SUING HIS DIVORCED WIFE. | 
HOW MR. BRINKERHOFF PARTED WITH HI8 
PROPERTY WHEN DRUNK. 

Cornelius Brinkerhoff married Sarah S. 
Perry on Feb. 11, 1857, in Jersey City. He was a | 
wealthy young man, just arrived at his majority, 
who had developed remarkable ability in the ab- 
sorption of strong drink and who had no concep- 
tion ef the seriousness of life. His evil habits were 
not cured by his marriage, although he subsequent- 
ly made a pretense of pursuing a business career 
as a partner of his father-in-law, George C. 
Perry, who carried en a furniture store 
and a real estate office in Exchange-place, 


Jersey City. On Dec. 7. 1863, Brinkerhoff 
signed a deed conveyizg all his rea] and personal 
property to his father-in-law, and on the same day 
the latter and his wife conveyed the Property to 
their daughter, Mrs. Brinkerhoff, who has held it 
ever since. Five years ago Mrs. Brinkerhoff pro- 
cured a divorce from Cornellus in New-Jersey, on 
te ground of abandonment. Two years later he 
began a suit in the Supreme Court here to set aside 
the deed he signed im 1868, alleging that his signa- 
ture to it was fraudulently procured, and that he 
supposed the deed was one of trust to his wife and 
net one of absolute conveyance to his father-in-law. 
The defendant is the former wife of Brinkerhoff. 
She has resumed her maiden name and calls her- 
self Mrs. Sarah 8. Perry. 

In his complaint Brinkerhoff says that his wife 
and her father in law, who is now dead, conspired 
to defraud him. He drank to excess, he says, and 
was conscious that he was unable to manage his 
property properly, so that when they proposed 
that his wife should be the trustee of it he con- 
sented. Thevalue of his estate was $118,648, he 
says. After his wife hadjobtained possession of It 
she teld him that she did not intend to live with 
him longer, as he was not her affinity and 
she had found an affinity in a person 
named Farnsworth. He remenstrated with 
her, and she answered by threatening that 
if he did not Jeave her she would summon the 
poliee to — him. He was thus turned out of a 
home, he alleges, without means to pay his board 
or to procure clothing, and eince then (1869) he bas 
received only $8 from hisestate. His prayer is that 
the court shall deeree that the deed he signed in 
December, 1868, was really one of trust to his wife, 
that it was terminable by him at his will, and that 
Mrs. Brinkerhoff-Perry be compelled to account to 
him for ner actions under the trust. 

The defendant denies that the deed was one of 
trust. Brinkerhoff,the defendant asserts, was drunk- 
en, wasteful, and:neglectful of her and hisitwe ehil- 
dren. The property at the time was incumbered by 
mortgages and liens for taxes, and her husband was 
greatly in debt. Shesaysshe maintained her hus- 
band, as well as their two children, until he de- 
serted her. It was on the ground of abandonment 
that she procured a divorce from him in 1678. 

The suit is now before Judge Larremore and a 
jury, in the Supreme Court, for the determi- 
nation of the issues of fact raised. The plaintiff, as 
he appeared in the court-room yesterday, {s a well- 
preserved man of about 48 years, He told the 
story of his life down to Dee. 6, 18863, when, he 
said, his wife, in the privacy of their room, told 
him he had better make her the trustee of his 
estate, and that she wouid surrender it to him 
when he wished it and was able to care for it. The 
idea struck bim as a good one, and was further 
commended to him by his father-in-law and by his 
mother, to whom his wife and her father had 
spoken about it. On the 7th of December, 1863, 
when he signed the deed, he said he Mage sine | 
“lush,” and had plenty of whisky aboar 
He aigned the deed supposiag it was a mere deed 
of trust to his wife. Asa matter of fact, he did 
not know what it really was untila few months 
before he began his sult, although hie “ eyes began 
to open” at the time his wife kicked him eut of 
the house corner of Forty-ninth-street and Third- 
avenue, this City, in 1869. He gave up ‘‘spreeing” 
about five years ago, he said, but, ‘to tell the 
truth, takes a glass of ale now andthen.” His 
testimony was corroborated by his mother, Mrs. 
Jane Brinkerhoff, who said that the defendant and 
her father told her the deed to be exeouted by him 
was a deed of trust. The case isstillon. Mr. 
George W. Wilson ‘appears for the plaintiff, and 
Messrs. Stephen P. Nash and Chauncey B. Ripley 
for the defendant. 
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BLEVATOR CHARGES. ~ 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE PROTEST AGAINST 
THE ASSEMBLY BILL. 

The Produce Exchange yesterday consid- 
ered Assembly bill No. 464, which proposes to reg- 
ulate by statute the eharges of floating and sta- 
tionary elevators. It would have the effeet if it 
became a law to materially reduce the present 
elevator charges for handling grain brought here 


by eanal-boats. The opponents of the bill believe, 


however, that if would work no substantial good, 
asitis the interest of the grain trade here to en- 
courage the investment of capital in grain eleva- 
tors, and if laws are made by the State to 
regulate eharges, investors will be discouraged 
on account of the unprofitableness of such enter- 
prises and the business of handling grain, of which 
our main merchants have now so large a share, 
will be diverted to other ports where there is no 
legislative annoyance. It was intended that there 
should be a full discussion on this important sub- 
ject atthe meeting yesterday, but as the busiest 
hour of the gay in the Hxchange had been selected 
it was decided by the promoters of the movement 
against the bill that resolutions should be present- 
ed and that no speeenes should be made. The res- 
olutions, which were offered by Mr. David Bingham 
and eeconded by Mr. Theodore I. Husted, say that 
the charges should be left entirely to the natural 
law of competition, and that any attempt to regu- 
late them by legislation is wrong in principle; that 
the elevator owners have always co-operated with 
the Produce Exchange in its efforts to 
minimize the charges on grain, ana that 
the present charges aré as low as those 
of any other sea-board port; that the enforcement 
of sucha reduction in current rates as is contem- 
plated by the bill will not only prevent new capi- 
tal from being invested In the elevator business, 
but will so diminish (if not coerer) the present 
facilities for handling grain as to throw the trade 
into confusion and cripple the commerce of the 
City and the State. The resolutions, in conclusion, 
ask the Legislature not to pass the bill. The rese- 
lutions were adopted, and a committee of five was 
appointed to present them to the Legislature.

THE ELEVATED ROADS AT LAW. 
AN INJUNCTION OBTAINED IN THE METRO- 
POLITAN’S SUIT. 

In the suit of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Railroad Company against the Manhattan Railway 
and the New-York Elevated Railroad Company to 
set aside the modified lease of Oet. 22, 1881, by 
which the dividends to be paid by the Manhattan 
Company to the two other companies were reduced 
from 10 per cent. upon their capital stock to 6 per 
cent., and several advantages were given to the 


New-York over the Metropolitan, a preliminary in- 
junction was obtained by the plaintiff’ from Chief- 
Justiee Daly yesterday. The injunction restrains 
the defendants from doing any act under the 
modified lease, and particularily from paying or 
receiving any dividends. It also forbids the Man- 
hattan from allowing, and the New-York Compan 
from taking, any priority of the Metropolitam wit 
respect of rights. The defendants are directed to 
show cause on April 10 why the injunetion should 
not be continued gg the pendency of the suit. 
The injunetien order is based on the complaint 
and affidavits by S. H. Kneeland and Gen. Francis 
C. Barlow, similar in character to others hereto- 
fore published. The order was obtained by Messrs. 
Barlow & Olney, attorneys for the Metropolitan 
Company. In its complaint this company makes 
charges of fraud and conspiracy against Jay 
Gould, Russe!l Sage, and Washington E. Connor. 
A motion to compel it to make the complaint 
more definite and certa‘n, on the greund that its 
allegations do not support the charges of fraud 
and conspiracy, was denied yesterday by Judge 
Van Lrunt, who holds that if the complaint is de- 
fective in the mannor in which it is claimed to be 
by the defendants it can be demurred to by them, 
but not amended under a motion to make it more 
definite and certain.

BROOKLYN'S FEDERAL BUILDING. 

Mayor. Low, of Brooklyn, yesterday ad- 
dressed a letter to the Hon. George H. Andrews, 
Jackson Schultz, end William Laimbeer, Commis- 
sioners for locating a public building in Breoklyn, 
giving them his ideas of the proper site for the 


building. If they were not limited te a certain 
sum of money in making their choice, and could 
select the mest convenient ‘place for the public, he 
thought the matter would be a simple one for 
them to decide. In his opinion the new building 
should be placed near the City Hall square, where 
all the city and county buildings are situated. 
Branch Post Offices could be established in various 
parts of the city. but the main office, with the Federal 
court-room and offices, should be as near the een- 
tre ot the business portton of the city as possible.

LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 
A CONTRACTOR FOR MILITARY SUPPLIES 
MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 

Joseph W. Frazier, a contractor for military 
supplies, at No. 290 Broadway, made en assignment 
for the benefit of his creditors to Theodore Shot- 
well, of Brooklyn, yesterday. Mr. Frazier has been 
a dealer in war materials for 18 years. He began 
bisiness at Dey and Church streets under the firm 
name of Starr & Frazier. His partner was William 
8. Starr. Sinoe 1871 he has been alone in business. 
For the past two years his office has been in Broad: 
way. He has two warehouses in West-street and 
another in Washington-street. His business hes 
largely been in purchasing from and selling to dif- 


ferent Governments, and he has had a large 
trade in South America and Mexico. He 
had large contracts with the French Gov- 
ernment durimg the Franco-Prussian war. 
Mr. Frazier yesterday estimated his labilities at 
$100,000, and said his assets in the shape of ma- 
terials in his warehouses were more than ample to 
pay them in full. The primary cause ef the fail- 
ure was the inability to sell the materialson hand. 
The year had been an unusually dull one, and the 
volume of business had fallen from an average of 
$500,000 to one-third of that amount. The actual 
cause of the failure at this time was the advances 
made by Mr. Frazier to the Lee Arms Company of 
Bridgeport. The company is a new coneern, 
and was organized to make a special arm called 
the Lee magazine gun. The pecniiarity about the 
gun is that the eartridges are carried in a revep- 
tacle, or magazine, in front of the guard inclosing 
the trigger instead of under the barrel or in the 
stock as in most guns. The gun was select- 
ed as one of three and first im the 
order of merit by a Government board 
last October to be issued to the army and navy. 
Mr. Frazier became the largest individnal share- 
holder in the company on arcount of his great con- 
fidenee in the gun, and holds about $17, of the 
stock. He advanced $70,000 to the concern, which 
it has been unable to return to him. It bas fitted 
up extensive shops, but has received only one con- 
tract for 750 guns for trial in the field, and larger 
contracts which it had expected have not yet been 
received. Not being able for this reason to meet 
his own obligations, all of which except $25,000 or 
80 were for money borrowed to help the arms 
coampany, be made an assignment. He was offered 
aid, but ought best to protect his creditors. 
One of his largest creditors said his suspeasion 
would be only temporary, and speke of him asa 
capable business man whose present condition 
Was purely the result of eircumstances. The pref- 
erences, amounting to $77,098 08, are as follows:

The clerks of R. & C. Degener, the Sonth Ameri- 
can shipping firm, at No. 50 Wall-street, which sue- 
aya on Satarday, were busy yesterday prepar- 
ng a full statement of the condition of the firm’s 
business. Mr. Charles Degener informed a Truss 
reporter that he expected there would be a meset- 
ing of creditors either Thureday or Friday, and he 
hoped to be able to show them that the assets of 
the firm were amply sufficient to pay all of the 
labilities if alittle time were granted.

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EX-JUDGE JOSEPH 8S. BOSWORTH. 
HOW HIS FRIENDS SURPRISED HIM ON GIS 
BIRTHDAY. 

Several friends of ex-Judge Joseph S. Bos- 
worth got up, a few evenings ago, a surprise party 
in honor of the seventy-sixth anniversary of his 
birthday, and a2 most agreeable social entertain- 
ment was the result. The pariors of the Bosworth 
regidence in West Twenty-second-street were filled 
with distinguished Judges, lawyers, bankers, and 
other eitizens, and when the unsuspecting ex-Judge 
was induced by stratecem to come down from his 
room in the upper part of the house, his amaze- 
ment was complete. Among the faces and veices 


that greeted bim were those of his old friend and 
whilom associate on the Board of Polica, Thomas 
C. Acton, now Assistant United States Treasurer; 
Luther R. Marsh, Aaron J. Vanderpoel, Chief-Jus- 
tlee Charles P. Daly. Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, 
Judge Charlies Daniels, Prof. Benjamin D. Silliman, 
William Allen Butler, ex-Gov. John T. Hoffman, 
Robert Sewell, Frederick R. Coudert, Dr. 8.

Vanderpoel, Jehn T. Agnew, Henry W. Book- 
staver, James R. Cuming, Francis N.

The dispiriting influence of 
such commendation is more than counterbalanced 
by the expressive testirmonial of the learned jurist 
whe has fer many years been tho Presiding Judge 
of the General Term of the First Judicial Depart- 
ment. There is something peculiarly pleasant in 
the friendships between members of the legal pro- 
feesion.

ERASTUS B. TREAT’S LOSS. 
SECURITIES VALUED AT $50,000 STOLEN 
FROM A SAFE. 

Mr. Erastus B. Treat, publisher, of No. 75? 
Broadway, was in Chicago last Saturday, but he 
came home in hot haste upon receiving telegraphic 
informatiom that sequrities valued at about $50,000 
had beer stolen from the safe in his office. The 
supposed theft is said to have been committed 
about noon on Saturday by a sneak-thief. Mr. 
Treat’s offiee was in charge of a lady named Miss 
Doty, who stepped out for a few moments, leaving 
the room unoccupied ana the door of the safe an- 
locked. Upon her return she noticed that one 
of the compartments of the safe had been tam- 
pered with, and further examination revealed that 
a bundle of stocks and bonds was missing. In- 
quiries upon the premises elicited the significant 
facts that a man had been seen running out of the 
building about noon and that the office of Henry J. 
Groen, dealer in mathematical instruments, in the 
same building, bad been robbed of $100 which hed 
been left lying on adesk. A 4 was sent to 
Mr. Treat, who left Chicago for New-York by the 
midnight train. He lostno time in ad hig 
banker, Mr. F. E. Trowbridge, Ne,"3 Broad 
of his loss, and the latter caused a statement of the 
robbery, together with the numbers of the missing 
securites, to be sent over the tapes yesterday. 
The seourities were all negotiable, heionged 
partly to Mr. Treat and partly toa friend: of his, 
whose name he declined to mention.

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STOLEN PROPERTY RECOVERED. 
ELEVEN MEN ARRESTED AND SEVEN MORE

goods which were stored on the’ pier at the time 
of the fire had been stoler.-. The stolen goods con- 
sisted mostly of silks, satins, laees, and less valua- 
ble dry goods.

The arrests were made en 
different days ef last week, and wach of the stolen 
property was recovered.

The ease, he said, had not yet been ~ 
completed. Commissioner Allen sald last eyen- 
ing that it would not be right to give the 
names until the Government had completed ita 
case.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for te-day, in this region, slightly warmer, fair 
weather, light, variable winds, rising, followed 
by jalling, barometer. 


The statement issued by the Treasury

The result is that nobody is pleased, not 
even the politicians. It will be time to dis- 
cuss the fitness of the nominations when it 
can be ascertained whether there is any in- 
tention on the part of the Aldermen to con- 
firm them. At present the Mayor’s action 
seems to have dumfounded the Democrats, 
who are awaiting orders from their chief- 
tains. 


The precise nature and object of the ‘‘job”’ 
which Assemblyman Howe discovered in 
the amendments of the consolidated laws re- 
lating to this City it is somewhat difficult to 
make out, but there is no manner of doubt 
that the way it was smuggled into the bill 
was scandalous. Gen. Spinoxa by his con- 
cern for its fate raised a suspicion at least 
that he had a share in its paternity. Nom- 
inally the interpolated amendment was in- 
tended to make it a difficult matter to ob- 
tain the privilege of tearing up the streets 
for the purpose of laying pipes; actually it 
seems to have had the purpose of preventing 
competition with some of the concerns 
which have already obtained that privilege, 
including asteam-heating company in which 
the virtuous SprnodLa is interested. If the 
provision were the most ‘meritorious possi- 
ble, the manner in which it was worked 
into the bill would be a disgrace to a legis- 
lative body with any pretensions to decency. 


The Secretary of the Navy will accom- 
pany the President on his excursion to 
Florida, but no one need suppose that that 
untiring and restless official will allow any 
recreation to interfere with his plans for 
building a new navy. It is semi-officially 
announced that Secretary CHANDLER pro- 
poses to have the new turrets of the Mian- 
tonomoh completed in six months, the en- 
gines for the new iron-clads ready in a year, 
the new dispatch boat finished in the same 
time, the iron-clads completed in two years, 
and the new cruisers completed in fifteen 
months. Within two years, then, the Secre- 
tary will have done all the special work 
authorized by Congress. If anything should 
happen to divert any portion of this great 
business from the hands of Mr. CHANDLER, 
it is evident that it must happen very soon. 


CHARTER-MAKING BY “ DEALS. ¥ 


There are indications that the plot for 
rushing a Tammany charter for this City 
through the Legislature is meeting with un- 
expected obstacles, and may yet miscarry. 
If it were possible for a scheme concocted 
in secret cabals to be carried through 
the processes of enactment without 
coming to the light, Mr. Keniry 
and his fellow-conspirators might easi- 
ly succeed, but they cannot endure 
a public discussion of their plans. Intelli- 
gent opinion in this City has long been de- 
manding an amendment of the charter, but 
it has been with a view to administrative 
reform, which should exclude, so far as 
possible, the influence of political rings 
from the control of Municipal affairs. 
There has come to be a general acceptance 
of the idea that the departments of the 
City Government should be, so far 
as practicable, under single heads directly 
responsible to the Mayor. To attain the re- 
sult of responsibility to him, and through 
him to the people by whom he is elected, it 
has been felt that he alone should be charged 
with the appointment and removal of the 
heads of departments. The chief mo- 
tive for the acceptance of this idea has 
been that it would make the chief mazis- 
trate independent, break the power of all 
political cabals, and make ‘‘ deals’’ for the 
distribution of patronage impossible. 

Just at the time when the public demand 

has been directed to the attainment of a 
system of this kind, and when"it has been in 
some measure justified by the experience 
of Brooklyn, the leaders of the cliques 
and clans from whose power we wish to 
escape bave devised their charter amend- 
ments with a view to defeating this very 
purpose. These amendments have been 
framed by these leaders themselves for the 
purpose of maintaining their power and 
making a pool of the public offices to be 
parceled ‘out to their followers. They offer 
a sop to Cerberus in the shape of a number 
of single-headed commissions, but they make 
sure of controlling the selection of the heads 
and directing their conduct by subjecting 
the Mayor’s choice to the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen. They find the condi- 
tion of public sentiment as adverse as it 
could well be to the execution of their plans. 
The present Mayor, who has shown himself 
so subservient to Tammany that Keiiy 
might be disposed to trust him with full 
powers if he could make sure of keeping 
him in office, standing conspicuous as he 
does in the public eye, is constrained so 
far to recognize the popular demand 
as to object to the feature of the proposed 
amendments which gives the Board of 
Aldermen power over appointments. His 
objection is the first serious obstacle en- 
countered. Moreover, these amendments 
reached the Legislature ata time when the 
general condemnation of its partisan course 
was admonishing the more sober-minded 
and decent of the Democrats that it would 
be advisable to proceed with more caution. 
They will go as far as they darein seizing 
upon patronage, but they are showing signs 
of fear that they may evoke a disastrous 
revulsion of popular feeling against their 
party. Speaker Cnapin and some others 
with independent promptings show symp- 
toms of distrust for the Kelly charter 
scheme asa party measure, and may stand 
in the way of its success. 

There is scarcely room for doubt that ef- 
forts were made in the charter-making cabal 
to placate all factions, including the Repub- 
lican machine in the Oity, by a deal that 
should give them all a chance in the pool of 
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the plotters grow timid and doubtful there is 
at least ground for encouragement. The 
local factions and the majority in the Legis- 
lature are sufficiently callous to public senti- 
ment so far as it touches their own character 
and purposes, but they must calculate on its 
effect upon the future course of politics. 

While there is hope of defeating the Kelly 
charter, there is little chance that the defeat 
will be followed by the adoption of any 
genuine plan of reform for the government 
of this City. It is too much to expect of 
the present Legislature. The best that can 
be hoped for apparently is that matters will 
be left as they are yet another year, and 
then the energies of the people must be bent 
once more to securing a Legislature which 
will answer to their demands. For once 
they should make that the great issue of the 
canvass, and carry into it as a leading ques- 
tion the reform of municipal government. 
Meantime every effort should be made to 
prevent the fastening of a Kelly charter on 
the City through a deal among the local 
politicians. 


THE APPEAL OF COLUMBIA. 


When the Trustees of Columbia College, 
a little less than a month ago, mentioned as 
one of the obstacles to the establishment of 
an annex for women ‘‘the pressure of an 
enormous debt’? contracted in erecting 
new buildings there was a gencral expres- 
sion of surprise, not altogether unmixed 
with incredulity. The public was very 
much disinclined to believe that Columbia 
was a poor college, debi-burdened, and 
struggling to make both ends meet. Its im- 
pression was, on the contrary, that the 
college was rich, and this impression had 
been created and confirmed by the policy of 
the Trustees themselves. They had never 
appealed for aid. They had kept the financial 
condition of the college to themselves, and 
they had undertaken the construction of new 
buildings upon a scale of liberality to be ex- 
plained only by the supposition of over- 
flowing revenues. That reluctant state- 
ment in the report on the admission of 
women to the college has led to a remark- 
able change in the policy of the Columbia 
Trustees. The comments of the press and 
public upon the misplaced fortitude of 
the college in bearing the pressure of 
an enormous debt without a murmur 
or any outward sign has opened the eyes of 
the Trustees to the unwisdom of the policy 
of secrecy. They now follow. where 
Yale and Harvard and other colleges 
long ago led, and in sending their 
balance sheet out for publication 
make a stirring appeal to the rich men 
of New-York to help them transform the 
college into a university of the first rank, 
and in a brief summary of departments 
for post-graduate study, President Ban- 
NARD shows where the sum of $4,000,000, 
yielding an annual revenue of $200,000, 
could be employed in carrying out this 
project of expansion. 

Accepting this report and this appeal as 
the token of a ‘“‘new departure’ on the 
part of the Trustees of Columbia College, 
and as the pledge of a broader and more en- 
lightened policy for the future, the public 
will earnestly and heartily second their 
efforts to secure an endowment of such 
generous proportions that their ambi- 
tion and the City’s desire for a uni- 
of its greatness and 
worthy of the Nation of which it is the Me- 
tropolis may be gratified. And it is to favor 
and further this work that we beg to point 
out to the board where, in our opinion, they 
have erred in the past, and in what way by 
a clearer appreciation of their present duties 
and opportunities they migat more speedily 
accomplish the great work they have under- 
taken. 

The finances of Columbia College are in 
a condition to be easily understood. From 
the fees of students and rents of the real 
estate endowment there isa present annual 
revenue of $336,392. The expenditures 
for salaries, repairs, supplies, fellowships, 
&c., are $296,702, leaving an annual 
surplus of $387,702. With this  sur- 
plus the Trustees have undertaken to 
erect new buildings. The debt already 
incurred for that purpose amounts to nearly 
$300,000, and before the buildings contem-. 
plated are completed it will reach a total of 
$750,000. This debt is to be paid off from 
the surplus income, and it isexpected that 
by 1898 it will all be paid. It was a great 
mistake to draw on the income of the general 
fund to pay for new buildings. The Trus- 
tees virtually admit this when they say that 
‘‘the power of the college to engage in new 
undertakings must be very much restrict- 
ed’’ during the debt-paying period of ten 
years. Leaving the surplus income of the 
general fund free to be used in these ‘‘ new 
undertakings,’’ in which the college should 
never cease to engage so long as there is 
room for the expansion of its system of in- 
struction, appeals should have been made to 
the rich men of New-York to provide 
the money for new buildings. The response 
to such appeals would have been ample we 
have no doubt, for there is a peculiar en- 
ticement in their very purpose. What mil- 
lionaire could desire a prouder or more last- 
ing monument than a college building bear- 
ing his name? Harvard, Yale, Amherst, 
Williams, Princeton, Dartmouth, and we 
may almost say all the other leading colleges, 
have had the shrewdness to take advantage 
of this beneficent longing after an immortal- 
ity in brick-and mortar. Columbia has 
missed her opportunity. We are glad she 
has now grown wiser and seeks to make 
amends for the oversights of the past. 

Again, and not to be captious, but for the 
good of the future great university of the 

City, we wish to remind the Trustees of 
Columbia that the statement made at yester- 
day’s meeting that they ‘‘do not intend to 
go begging,’’ but will trust to a simple state- 
ment of their needs to call forth a liberal 
response, indicates that their change of 
policy is less radical than could be wished. 
It ia thair dnty to ber for the college if 


begging will strengthen her and increase 
her usefulness. The appeal they have 
made should be backed up by well-directed 
and earnest begging. There is no humilia- 
tion for them or for the college in such work. 
A college should be always poor and always 
vegging. In the case of colleges ordi- 
nary business rules are reversed. Con- 
stant poverty, if coupled with generous 
revenues, is a sign of a_ spendthrift 
policy like that which has put Harvard so 
far ahead of Columbia, while an accumu- 
lating surplus, like the laying on of useless 
fat, shows that the college is waxing lazy 
and wastes her opportunities. We hope the 
Trustees of Columbia will lay aside their 
mistaken pride and beg most zealously for 
their college. The City and the graduates of 
Columbia expect them to do it, and we feel 
no sort of doubt about the fullness of the 
result. Of the scheme of post-graduate 
study sketched by President Barnarp and 
of the urgent necessity of building up a great 
university in New-York we shall speak fur- 
ther hereafter. * 


RHD AND GRAY. 


The British Army will before long begin 
to be harassed by the same sort of doubt as 
to its own identity which troubled the old 
lady mentioned in nursery rhyme whose 
petticoats were surreptitiously shortened. 
First the British regiments lost their old 
familiar numbers and received instead 
geographical names. A soldier no longer en- 
lists in the Seven Hundred and Eighth Reg- 
iment of the line, but he enlists in the West 
Shropshire or the North Lancashire Regi- 
ment. Hardly have the soldiers been able 
to commit to memory the new names of their 
respective regiments when they are informed 
that thé red coat of the line troops is to be 
abolished and that all the various arms of 
the service are to be clad in gray. The 
British soldier is no longer free to be an 
Englishman in preference to being a Rus- 
sian or a Prussian, for in spite of Messrs. G1u- 
BERT and Scxxtvan he is to wear what is vir- 
tually the same uniform which the Russian 
soldier wears, and he will naturally feel that 
his Government has done its best to trans- 
form him into a Russian. 

The reason for the abolition of the red coat 
is the fact that it is seen by an enemy at a 
greater distance than a gray coat would be 
seen. A red-coated regiment drawn up 
against a green hedge would be visible at a 
distance at which a regiment dressed in gray 
would be almost indistinguishable from the 
hedge. At least this is the theory held by 
English military reformers, and accordingly 
the British Army is to be made as invisible 
as possible by dressing it in gray. 

It is onlya few years ago that the Aus- 
trian Army was deprived of its white coats. 
With the exception of the red-clad British 
troops, the Austrians in their snow-white 
frock coats and light blue trousers were the 
most picturesque troops in Europe. The 
white coat was abolished, not on the pre- 
text that it could be seen ten or fifteen feet 
further than a blue coat, but because it could 
not be kept clean when worn in actual cam- 
paigning. Moreover, a blood-stain showed 
with ghastly effect on the white breast ofa 
wounded man, and unnecessarily troubled 
the nerves of his companions. The objec- 
tions brought against the white coat were 
quite unanswerable, and noone, except an oc- 
casional Viennese lady, mourned the disap- 
pearance of the most impracticable uniform 
ever devised. 

In the search for a uniform that will not 
be too conspicuous and that can at the same 
time be kept comparatively unsoiled in the 
field, blue or gray has been adopted by 
nearly every nation in Europe. The French, 
the Germans, the Austrians, and the Italians 
clothe their soldiers in blue coats; the Rus- 
sian troops wear a bluish-gray coat, and the 
same color is henceforth to be worn by 
British troops. Between the blue and the 
gray there seems to be little to choose; for 
unless the blue is so dark as to be nearly 
black it cannot be distinguished at a short 
distance from gray. Were the general Eu- 
ropean war, of which we are always hearing 
oppressive prophecies, to take place, and 
were four armies of different nationalities 
to bein the same neigborhood, it would 
puzzle a commanding officer to distinguish 
his own troops from those of an enemy or 
an ally. 


It used to be thought that one of the ob-. 


jects of dressing soldiers in uniform was to 
enable officers to distinguish between their 
own regiments and the regiments of the ene- 
my. 
uniforms were brilliant and distinctive. No 
one could mistake the British troops in the 
Crimea for either Russians or Frenchmen, 
but the British did on more than one occa- 
sion find it difficult to decide whether a body 
of troops visible at some distance belonged 
to their allies or to the enemy. In those 
days ‘a ‘soldier was supposed to be proud 
of his uniform, and to feel unwillimg ever 
to disgrace it. That feeling must have pret- 
ty thoroughly died out, now that one uni- 
form is so much like another. The British 
soldier in his red coat may have sometimes 


‘felt that he must not disgrace it by disrepu- 


table conduct, but it is more than doubtful 
if he will care much about the honor of a 
uniform that, in his own opinion, makes 
him little better than a Russian. 

The abolition of the red coat will, of 
course, be exceedingly unpopular with 
the army, and it is even proposed to permit 
troops to wear red coats while in garrison 
for the purpose of alluring recruits who 
could not be attracted by the prospect of 
wearing gray coats. It certainly seems a 
wasteful piece of extravagance to supply an 
army with a uniform to be worn in active 
service and another of an entirely different 
character to be worn by troops stationed at 
home. The Italians manage this matter 
much better than it is to be managed by the 
English reformers. Every Italian infantry- 
man carries with him a suit of thin brown 
linen overalls which he wears over his 
uniform while marching or campaigning. 
The weight -and cost of these overalls are 
trifling, and they are not only a great pro- 
tection to the uniforms worn under them, 
but they are even less visible at a distance 
than are the gray coats of the Russians. The 
Z2nglish Army, if ‘provided with overalls, 
could retain its historic red coat and still se- 
cure all the advantages which are to accrue 
from wearing gray coats. But it would be 
idle to expect English statesmen to look to 
Italy for hints as to the best way of clothing 
an army or building a navy. The red coat 
is doomed and the grav coat is to take its

THE MACHINE IN MICHIGAN. 


The strongest arguments in support of re- 
form in the civil service and an adheren. >to 
common sense business princip.2s in the se- 
lection and retention of public officers are 
based upon such facts as have recently come 
to light in Michigan with reference to the 
removal of the Collector of Internal Revenue 
at Detroit. Tais Collector—Gen. LurHer 
S. TRoweripce—was one of the best officers 
connected with the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
The record of his work, which could be in- 
spected in the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington, is said to have been remarkably sat- 
isfactory. But for some reason he became 
obnoxious to the politicians who represent 
his State in Congress, It may be that he 
persisted in faithfuily attending to the 
business of his office, and doing the work for 
which the people were paying him. It may 
be that he refused to dismiss faithful and 
efficient employes and fill their places with 
ward politicians who demanded such pay 
for services rendered to prominent candi- 
dates. Perhaps he was unwilling to use the 
power of his office in a district where 
the collections last year amounted to 
$1,362,945 in controlling primaries and con- 
ventions for some aspiring person. His 
“voluntary contribution’? may not have 
been sufficiently large. Whatever may have 
been the head and front of his offending, it 
does appear that he did not work with the 
Michigan machine, and that he aroused the 
enmity of Senator Omar D. Coneer, and 
was repudiated by those eminent advocates 
of civil service reform, Mr. Rosweuu G. 
Horr and Mr. Jay A. Hupseri. Having 
ideas about the honest performance of his 
duty which were not in accord with their 
methods, he was marked for removal. 


Although the President has at last con- 
sented to assist these persons, we are told 
that it was with great reluctance that he did 
so, because the Collector’s excellent record 
stared him in the face. It is said that not 
until nearly a year had passed after Senator 
ConGErR’s first demand for Gen. Trow- 
BRIDGE’s head did the President give the 
word for the Collector’s decapitation. In 
the meantime the tireless Senator had la- 
bored with the Michigan members of the 
House, and induced them, one by one, to 
sign a request for the removal of this officer, 
who had failed to exhibit any sympathy 
with the Michigan machine. Repeated ap- 
peals wore away the force of the President's 
objections, and after the adjournment of 
Congress, when national politics had ceased 
to vex the public mind, the order went 
forth, and the Collector was summarily re- 
moved without cause. 


A great deal of cowardice seems to have 
been shown in this movement against the 
Detroit Collector. The continued discus- 
sion of the principles of reform in the civil 
service, the public condemnation of Hus- 
BELL’s methods, and the political manipu- 
lation of other offices in Michigan had 
opened the eyes of the people of that State. 
The men who were working to secure the 
removal of TROowBRIDGE were afraid of 
their constituents. It is asserted that Sen- 
ator Concer, after the President’s objec- 
tions had beem removed, asked that no ac- 
tion should be taken until after the Sena- 
tozial election in his State. It is also said 
that the Representative from Detroit, Mr. 
Lorp, who was himself for six years an 
officer of the Government in the consular 
service, and who has’ some local 
reputation as an_ essayist in the 
realms of political economy and so- 
cial science, begged the President not to 
remove TROWBRIDGE until after the Con- 
gressional election of last Fall, and not to 
let any one know that he had signed the re- 
quest for removal until that important elec- 
tion should be among the events of the past. 
Mr. Lorp lost his seat in that election, but 
a wide-spread knowledge of his course in 
this matter might have increased his suceess- 
ful opponent’s majority. Now that the deed” 
has been done and the people have become 
indignant, the other Representatives who 
signed the request are said to be trying, with 
singular unanimity, to place the responsi- 
bility upon the shoulders of the Senator and 
their colleague from Detroit. They explain 
that they signed like so many vassals because 
their chief—the Senator—asked them to.do 
so and because they were willing to follow 
the example set by Mr. Lorp. It isreported 
that the newly appointed Collector asserts 
that he is a relative of the President. 

While the removal of an excellent officer, 
without cause, to please politicians who 
have not been able to use him and his office 
to increase their power, is an act discredit- 
able to those who demanded it and to him 
who yielded to their demand, yet some of 
the circumstances attending this transaction 
are encouraging to the friends of reform. 
The fear shown by some of those who were 
led to assist their Senator in his work, 
their desire for concealment, their attempts 
now to shift the blame upon others, and the 
President’s reluctance, ail indicate that the 


people have clearer views and more decided 


opinions in relation to the public service than 
they had not long ago. These views will 
become wider and these opinions more posi- 
tive until politicians and Representatives dis- 
cover that they cannot’afford to disregard 
and oppose them. 


An interesting and somewhat important 
decision has just been made by the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of one 
Erie, who shot and killed a woman in St. 
Louis, in January, 1875, and whose appeals 
have been in the courts ever since. Krine 
was tried in a local court, convicted, and 
sentenced to be hanged. Upon appeal a 
new trial was ordered. For various reasons 
no conclusions were reached and other trials 
were had, until the man was actually tried 
seven times before the case finally reached 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
His final appeal to the highest tribunal in 
the Republic was based on the plea that 
he had been tried at various times under a 
constitutional provision and a statute of the 
State of Missouri which were not in ex- 
istence when the offense imputed to him 
was committed. The appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, of course, cited* 
that provision of the Constitution (Article L, 
section 9) which forbids the passage of any 
ex nost facto law. In this case the annellant 


has been successful. The Supreme Court 
decides that Krine’s conviction was under 
an ex post facto law, and, as such, repugnant 
to the fundamental law of the Republic. 
There is no moral or legal doubt of the guilt 


of the murderer. 
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The announcement that an incorporated 
s0impany in this City gathers the names of individ- 
uals who do not pay their honest debts and prints 
them inaconvenient form for the use of three 
thousand merchants will probably be news to many 
persons, althongh no device that iugenuity can 
suggest or enterprise make use of is likely to alarm 
the light-hearted people who make a practice 
of ‘‘buying” goods for which they do not in- 
tend to pay. Capt. Rawdon Crawley had no 
trouble in farnishing his rooms, providing himself 
with food and drink of the most nourishing de- 
scription, and wearing clothes of the best material 
and most fashionable cut. The lack of “ready 
money” was the only want hefelt. There are as 
many Rawdon Crawleys in New-York te-day as 
there were in London when Gzorer IV. was 
Prince Regent, and few of them have the remote 
chance that that worthy dragoon had of inheriting 
a large estate in the future. Tradesmen will con- 
tinue to give credit, and charge their “bad debts” 
to the account of “ profit and loss,” if by so doing 
they can attract a desirable class of customers. 
Showy men who dress well are capital advertise- 
ments for their tailors. There are many, however, 
who have abandoned the credit system altogether, 
and to whom the existenee of a * black list” must 
be a matter of indifference. .

It is by no means a new thing for men 
prominent in public life, when accused of great 
crimes, to fortify themselves by subsidizing or 
establishing newspapers in Washington. THomas 
J. Brapy saw the storm coming wher he was dis- 
missed from office, and he bought the National Re- 
publican, a morning daily; the Capital, a Sunday 
paper, and the Critic. anafternoon daily. In their 
columns he defended himself, attacked the agents 
of the Goverament, and strove to influence public 
opinion in a community from whieh the juries 
which have tried him have been taken. These pa- 
pers were expensive. Two of them he has sold; 
the third he still retains. It appears that Aaron 
Burr, when aceused of a great crime, invested in 
a Washisgton newspaper, seventy-six years ago, in 
order that he might have an advocate before the 
people. Dr. Samvugr L. Mircne.t, who represented 
New-York in the Senate and House at the begin- 
ning of this century, tells the story in one of a long 
series of letters sent by him from Washington to 
his wife. Writing on Feb. 13. 1807, he said: 


“There is a piece of information which I ought 
to give you. as connected with the Western con- 
spiracy, to which New-York has furnished so many 
auxiliaries. Notwithstanding all the facts and cir- 
cumstances attesting Burr’s profligacy and guilt. 
& person named Woop has made his appearance at 
Washington since the beginving of the session, 
and has commenced the publication ef a newspa- 
per bere urder the very eye of Government, ex- 
Pressly in his favor. It is intended to demonstrate 
the purity of his character, tne innocence of his 
conduct, and the patriotism of hissoul. A won- 
derful task, like washing the Ethiopian white! 
The paper is called the Adantic World, and three 
numbers have already appeared. It is issued 
weekly, and is, doubtless, established by Burr’s 
means. The conductor has come here from Ken- 
tucky on purpose to exculpate Burr at the seat of 
Government. * * * Only think of the scrapes 
into which Burr is brought by his cunning and du- 
plicity, and to what extraordinary and expensive 
expedients he is driven to extrieate himself from 
them! It does not seem probable that this vindi- 
cator will continue to be printed longer than this 
session of Congress continues.”

Many attempts have been made to induce 
Congress to authorize the censtruction of a ship 
canal across the northern part of the peninsula of 
Flerida. Surveys and estimates have been made 
by Government engineers from time to time, and 
statements presented, showing the dangers of the 
outside passage around the point of the peninsula 
through the “ Straits of Florida.” The strongest 
argumentin support of the proposition has been 
based upon the large losses suffered annually by 
shipping while passing threugh the straits, and it 
has been urged that these losseg were so large as 
to equal, in three or four years, the entire 
cost Of a canal. Congress having failed to 
direct the construction of a canal, the work 
may be undertaken by private capital, for the Le- 
gislature of Florida has granted a charter to a 
ship canal company, among the members of whieh 
are Senator Jones, of Nevada; Gov. Bcrier, Sen- 
ator Manone, Gov. Cameron, of Virginia, and sev- 
eral gentlemen of this City. The company is al- 
lowed to take a strip of the State one-quarter of a 
mile wide from the Atlantic Ocean to the Guif of 
Mexico, and half a mile wide at passing stations. 
The capital stock is to be not less than $40,000,000 nor 
more than $60,000,000, and one-half of 1 per cent. 
of the receipts is to be paid to the State. The 
canal is not to be less than 100 feet wide at the 
water-line nor less fhan 20 feet deep. It is said 
that a tide-water canal without loeks can be made, 
and that natural water-ways can be followed for 
110 miles out of the entire length of 160 miies. It 
is expected that the eastern entranve will be near 
Fernandina, and the western part will probably 
eoincide with the course of the Suwanee River.

If the Virginia statesmen are sensitive to 
public opinion, they must, individually and col- 
lectively, quiver with mortification at reading 
mueh of what is now said about their State. The 
last Economist, a sober and conservative financial 
journal of much influence ameng English bend- 
holders, says people on that side the Atlantic 
wholly fail to comprehend sach “a picture of 
official degradation.” *‘ The unblusbing : because 
unchecked dishenesty”’ is “ about the most repul- 
sive chapterin the history of the Republic,” and 
the inference is fairly drawn from the decision of 


‘the Supreme Court that ‘‘dishonesty mav, if it 


chooses, walk openly abroad in many an American 
State.” Some way shoukl be found of bringing 
Virginians toa realizing sense of what is thought 
and said of them, and, through them, of the honest 
portion of the Union. It is probably too late to re- 
dress the wrong already done, but the publicity of 
such reproaehes may have a deterrent if not a cor- 
rective effect. For the willful bankruptey of States, 
as of merchants, no merely legal remedy can com- 
pare with the disfavor of honest associates. It is, 
then, nothing less than a public duty that those 
who respect their engagements should make a 
broad line of distinction between themselves and 
those who do not value their promise, for dishon- 
esty, public or private, can be best prevented by 
being made unpopular, the means to which end is a 
free expression of opinion. Those who disapprove 
of Virginian financing should say so, and what they 
say should be made to find access to the bump of 
Virginian self-esteem, for of conscience the State 
seems desti:ute.

“THE FLYING DUTCHMAN.” 

The second representation of this opers last 
night at the Academy of Music fully confirmed the 
high opinion universally expressed of its first per- 
formance by the artists in the cast, and satisfied 
those who were unfamiliar with the music of the 
beauty and power of the work. The task of pro- 
ducifg this work in a satisfactory manner is by no 
means light, and for this reason it is that 
mapagers shrink from the undertaking, and 
artists are reluctant to undergo the necessary 
Jabor of learning their réles and contending with 
the difficulties of singing them afterward.

Albani, the grandeur of 
her performance being even more notice- 
able on a second hearing than when she 
created the extraordinary impression pro- 
duced on her first appearance in the 
réle in New-York. Her conception of the 
cbaxacter and the dramatic expression she gives to 
it are alike admirable, and as to her magnificent 
singing, no praise can be eonsidered excessive. 
In the cavatina ** Sull’ onde errante” she was par- 
ticularly good, her beautiful high pianissimo 
tones, which she produces with perfectease, being 
most effective. In the duo with Eric and the sub- 
sequent scene with the Flying Dutchman she was 
superb, and excited the audience to the highest 
pitch of enthusiasm. Signor Galassi gave a finished 
and impressive performance of his very arduous 
part of the Dutchman, and showed a thorouxh 
mastery of the enormous difficulties of the 
seore. Both Slenor Ravelii and Signer Monti were 
suceessfal in their respective rdles, and beth gave 
some of the best singing they have ever done in

This is the title of Mr. Harrigan’s new local 
play. which was acted last night at the Theatre 
Comique in the presence of a very large audience, 
The farcical scenes and situations of the play were 
applauded with the sort of enthusiasm which is 
invariably bestowed upon effeetive humor at Mr.

A JOB IN THE ASSEMBLY 


MONOPOLY IN TEARING UP NEW- 
YORK STREETS WANTED. 

AN INTERESTING AMENDMENT SLYLY ADDED 
TO A BILL FASSED LAST WEEK—WOM- 
AN’S SUFFRAGE IN THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, April 2.—{t has been accepted as a 
act b y many good-natured and misinformed per- 
gone that this was such a virtuous and vigilant As- 
sembly that no jod could be laid at its door. That 
this was a sad mistake became evident te-night 
when Mr. Howe, of New-York, rose to a question 
ef privilege and pointed out some discreditable 
facts in connection with the passage of certain 
amendments to the consolidated laws of New-York 

Uity. These laws were brought together by 4 

commission comprising Peter B, Olney, Wil- 

liam C. Whitney, and George Bliss. The time 
for thelr coming into effect was fixed 
for March 1, 1883. The present Legislature ex- 
tended the time one month. Meaawhile certain 
amendments which had been agreed upon by these 
three gentlemen were discussed by Senate and 
Assembly, and last week were passed by the latter 
body and were sent to the Governor. For some 
_ -Yeason, which may yet be ascertained, the Senate 
recalled them on Friday, and they are now in the 
possession of Senator Grady’s committee. It was 
during their passage through the Assembly that 
the job to which Mr. Howe alluded was slyly in- 
troduced and passed along with the amendments 
which had received the approval of Messrs. Olney, 


Whitney, and Bliss. The jobto which Mr. Howe 
very in tly called the attention of thesHouse 
was involved in section 2of these amendments, 
and is contained in these words: 

“Jt shall not be lawful after the passage of this act 
for person or corporation to lay any pipes or 
mains for conducting therein any illuminating gas or 
steam or other fluids, nor shall ft be lawful for the 
Common Council of said City, or any board or officer 
of said Clty, to grant any license or permission to lay 
any such pipes or mains, or to open the streets or 

vements therefor, unless two-thirds in number of 

© owners of the real estate fronting,on that part of 
the street in whieb pipes or mains are te be laid, or to 
whieb such license or permission relates, who shall 
also be the owners of two-thirds in extent of the front 
feet of such part of such street, shall have petitioned 
the Common Council in favor tnereof in writing, 
ved or acknowledged im the manner reyuired by 
‘aw, for the proof or acknowleagment of deeds to be 
recorded, and not then uatil such person or corporation 
has actually demonstrated the practical success of 
the principle invoived in developin® the enterprise in 
some other city for at least one year. Nothing in this 
act shall apply to or shall affect or impair any hts 
now ed by any corporation to whom the right 
to such pipes or mains in any of the streets of seid 
City has been lawfully granted previous to Jan. 1, 
1882.” 


The Assembiy, Mr. Howe declared, knew nothing 
of the existence of such an amendment which 
it the amendments last week. It had 
been interpolated, he believed, and the House had 
been made to participate in a proceeding which he 
regarded as outrageous. While he was notin fa- 
vor of ripping up the streets by every concerm@hat 
asked the privilege, he could see that this amend- 
ment created a monopoly of that privilege which 
wae shared bya limited number of companies. It 
might also be argued that uader such an amend- 
ment the telegraph companies could not be 
required to place their wires below the 
ground. He fully believed that there was 
a job in it which ought to be hunted 
out and defeated. It had been explicitiy repre- 
sented to him when he voted for these amend- 
ments that they were amendments which were 
approved by the three gentlemen appointed to 
corsolidate the laws of New-York. Here, how- 
ever, was an amendment which they not only had 
not approved but eoncernimg which they knew 
nothing at all. A gross wrong had been perpe- 
trated right here in the Assem*ly Chamber. and he 
demanded that the amendments be recalled from 
the Senate for the purpose of rectifying the fraud. 

Mr. Hewe'’s remarks bronght forward three 
members who evinced considerable interest in the 
amendment. They were “Tim” Campbell, Col 
Murphy. and Gen. Spinola. The last named mem- 
ber undertook to defend the amendmeat. 

“Tf the gentleman says any fraud has been com- 
mitted, I hurl it back to histeeth. Itisa false- 
hood,” exclaimed the General. “I'll withdraw 
that last remark," he subsequently added; “ per- 

it is too harsh a word to use.” 

Spinola admitted in the courseof his re- 
marks that he was identified with a steam-heating 
tompany in New-York. ‘The motion was carried, 
and upon motion of Mr. Higgins, of Niagara, a 
committee was ordered to make an investigation 
of the charges preferred by Mr. Howe. 

Farmer Seceke was one of those members whose 
lot it bas been to have one of his bills vetoed. The 
bill provided for the extension of the time for col- 
lecting taxes in a town in Richmond County. The 
Governor said in his veto that existing laws fully 
cover the object sought. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper has appeared in Albany to pro- 
test against the charter amendments their 
present ferm. e “better element” of the De- 
mocracy is agitating the idea of voting down the 
amendments, realizing that they do not represent 
the idea of ** home rule” and “ good local self-zov- 
ernment,” about which their party prated so loudly 
last Fall. There is pretty good authority for say- 
ing that the friends of the amendments gre consid- 
ering the advisability of permittimg them to be re- 
committed to the Cities Committee for a hearing. 

The Senate oceupied itself in the discussion of 
the woman's suffrage amendment to the Constita- 
tion introduced by A. Lansing. Homer A. Nelson 
madea s argument in favor of the amend- 
ment, which he argued would introduce an ele- 
ment of order, decorum. and respectability into 

and popular elections that they did not 
now possess. Mr. Gracy opposed the amendment 
and took the ground that politics was such a low, 
disreputable business that it would be de- 
grading to women to have anything to 
do with it. When the profession of poli- 
ties was so far elevated that what was 
called the “* better class” of male citizens were not 
ashamed to engage in it, then it would be time 
enough to invite women to participate. Mr. Boyd 
took an oppesite view of the question, and main- 
tained that women were entitled to vote asa 
right, and that the exercise of the right was neces- 
for the maintenance of their independence 
maemo nore before the Jaw. Mr. Roberts said the 
ment would be of no account if 
adepted, for no woman would ever admit 
she was more than 16 years old 
and therefore she would net be allowed 
vote.

A LECTURE ON SUN SPOTS. 

At a meeting of the American Astronomical 
Society last evening, in the Packer Inatitute, Brook- 
lyn, 8. V. White in the chair. G. P. Serviss pre- 
sented a series of original stereoptican views, illus- 
trative of *‘Sun Spots and their Connectien with 
Magnetic Storms and the Weather.” One of them 
wasa picture of aremarkable sun spot asit ap- 
peared on the day previous to the great magnetic 
storm of Nov. 17, 1882. Another picture represented 
the changes of the spot during the storm, and a 
third ita appearance when the big comet went close 


so the san in September last, It had ‘then a huge 
clack centre. The lecturer had no doubt of the 
ponnection of sun spots with magnetie storms, but 
oe thought their effect upon the weather was an 
bpen question. He ridiculed Wiggins’s theory that 
“when Venus, Mars, Jupiter, the earth, and the 
noon all got in a rew Fiorida would be submerged 
snd breakers would roarin the streets of New- 
York,” by saying that astronomy taught that such 
t conjunction would add only a few inches 
st best to the tide. Prof. H. M. Park- 
gurst inquired the reason why sun spots 
revolve at a different rate at the equator 
from that nearer the poles. Naturally, the clouds 
moving toward the equator from the poles over 
the surface would move more siowly at the equa- 
wr, but the observed fact shows that the equator 
# moving the fastest. This may be accounted for 
on the ground thet, instead of moving over 
the surface from the poles toward the equa- 
or, or vice versa, currents are rising upward 
lroom within the body of the sun and 
when they reach the surface they appear to move 
faster at the equator. Mr. White described the 
eclipses of 1869 and 1878, which he observed, and 
said that the flames which burst out from the disk 
in the former year at the period of maximum sun 
spots were large and numerous, but in the latter 
year at the minimum period’of sun spots they were 
very few indeed, Mr. White suggested, therefore, 
that the flames were owing to thesun spots. Re- 
marks were also made by Prof. W. Le Conte 
Stevens and G. D. Hiscox, and the society ad- 
journed to meet on May 7 and discuss **The Fuel 


of the Sun.”

SLOW TRADING IN CHICAGO. 


PEOPLE HOLDING OFF FOR THE HOLIDAY— 
PROVISIONS, WHEAT, AND CORN QUIET. 
Curcaco, April 2.—The leading produce 
markets were slow to-day and averaged easier. 
There was # dearth of outside orders to trade, peo- 
ple holding off for the holiday. Hence the trade 
was chiefly local and prices eased under fine 
weather, with liberal deliveries al! round on April 
contracts, while the British markets were lower on 
breadstuffs. Previsions were quiet and irregular, 
within narrew limits. Begs were again stronger, 
and this fact tended to stiffen products in the ab- 
sence of discouraging foreign advices, but 
there was no outside demand to sustain 
an advance, and the market dragged through- 
out. Pork improved 5 cents early, then declined 
74 cents, reacted 10 cents, and closed about the 
same as on Sunday, at $18 474 bidfor May. Lard 
sold up 214 cents, declined 10 cents, and closed a 
shade lower than on Saturday, at $11 55for May. 
It was noticed that very little April stuff came 
again on the market, and those not specially inter- 
ested were evidently holding off to see which way 
the market would go, asa result of the April de- 
liveries. There were some surmises about a deal 
in May lard and pork, and a goed deal of anxiety 
was expressed to know what changes have taken 
place in the volume of stocks during last month. 
On the afternoon e¢all lard was easier, and pork 
declined 244 cents. 
Wheat was quiet and steady. The market ad- 
vanced 1 cent and closed 1¢ cent above the lowest 
rices of Saturday, at $1 0544 for April and $1 105% 
Bia for May. Liverpool reported a decline of 1d. 
per cental on all grades, but our receipts were 
small, and a good deal of importanee seemed to be 
attached to the recent reports of damage to the 
grewing crops in the Western States. This made 
the market rather a buying than a selling one, 
though the bears were a litile more venturesome 
in predicting a5 cents decline without daring (or 
caring) to show their faith by their works. A few 
buying orders were received early in the day, but 
none for large quantities. The market for car lots 
was very quiet and showed little change in prices. 
Corn was quiet and irregular. The market for 
May sold down }¢ cent, up % cent, and closed 
about the same as on Saturday, at 567 cents asked, 
while April closed 4 to 34 cent lower, at 51% cents. 
The British telegrams noted a decline of 3d. per 
quarter, and our receipts were larger, but con- 
tained a smaller percentage of contract corn than 
oa the recent average. The larger supply of the 
lower grades made them sell % to 1 cent 
lower, as shippers sheild off for concessions, 
and the deliveries on April contracts were 
voluminous enough to canse some offer- 
ings for this month, which made April 
relatively heavy. The outside world did not seem 
to want to trade in corn, and so let it alone. About 
the only point of interest in the speculative part of 
the market was the expression of fear for the con- 
dition of corn if allowed to remain here in the hot 
weather, the recent inspection having placed a 
great deal more in the speculative grade than was 
the rule in former years. There was no change in 
the afternoon trading. The Board of Trade will be 
closed to-merrew, election day. .

Upen these grounds Gen. Fitzgerald de- 
clared ‘the election null and void, ana 
censured the Colonel and staff officers of the com- 
pany. Lieut. McCarthy, upon learning of the Gen- 
eral’s decision, poss from it to Adjt.-Gen. 
J. G@. Farnsworth, and the papers and affida- 
vits in regard to the matter were for- 
warded to him in Albany -yesterday. Friends 
of McCarthy in the regiment accuse Purcell of 
having enlisted men in his bar-room to vote for 
him, and allege that he has boasted that Gen. 
Fitzgerald had told him he would drive Cavanagh 
out of the regiment, as he had refused to vote for 
him, both of which statements Purcell emphati-

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CHINESE AS AGRICULTURISIS. 


_—-_—— ‘ 
TRYING TO RAISE VEGETABLES AS GOOD AS 
THOSE GROWN IN CBINA. 

For two or three years Lum Thik Lup has 
tilled a little farm across the East River from Har- 
lem and sold his vegetables in the Chinese quarter. 
Wah Kee hasa farm not far from Lum Thik Lup’s, 
and he too has prospered. There has been some 
talk of a Chinesesociety buying a good sized farm 
on Long Island and lending its energies to the cul- 
tivation of cabbages and the like. Vegetables are 
brought from China and sold in the Chinese grocery 


stores.' They are wot fresh. of course, but are 
saitea, picklea, or dried. Ah Wong, of the 
Chinese American. said he had heard of a project of 
Chinese to engage in farming. “The fact is we 
are going te try and civilize the community,” said 
he blandiy. A scribe who was at work witha 
brash and a saucer of India ink preparing reading 
matter for the next issue of the paper looked up 
foran instant and bent over his strip of yellow 
paperagain. ** What is the matter witn American 
vegetables?” repeated Ah Wong, in response. to 
the inquiry. “ They aretoo green, I think,” and 
he nade a grimace like a small boy at green apple 
time. “The Chinese husbasdmen rear the vegeta- 
bles with more care than the Americans. The Chi- 
nese vegetables taste sweeter. but that is on ac- 
count of the aromatic air of China, I suppose.” 
Wah Sing, the dignified head of the grocery 
house of Wah Sing & Co., at No. 9 Peli-street, was 
entertaining a party of hiscountrymen at dinner 
when waited upen. He at one time expected to 
engage in farming. He thought of buying 
a farm, but before he could get husband- 
men to till it the owner sold it. He 
knew of some Chinamen who were talking of 
branching out in agriculture, and he thought there 
were millions init. “The duty on Chinese vege- 
tables.”’ he remarked, “is high and the freight is 
heavy.” diving down into a keg that looked as if it 
were filled with red paint and bringing up a drip- 
pug objectin appearance something like a lean 
sausage, about three inches long; “that is nearly the 
same as the eucumber.” Wah Sing fished out from 
another receptable what looked to be a pickled 
lemon, and from a bath of salt water he drew what 
might have been taken for a section of some one’s 
spinal column. This last thing, Wah Sing explained, 
grew as corn does here, and was chopped off in 
much the same way. No one bat a Chinaman 
could have caught the name that Wah Sing gave it.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire which originated in the picker room of 
the mill of the Glastonbury Manufacturing Com- 
pany. at South Glastonbury, Conn., yesterday 
morning, destroyed the part of the building con- 
taining the pickerand lapper rooms. All the ma- 
chine shops, stock, &c., in the main building were 
also much damaged by water. A. Backer, of New- 
York, is the principal proprietor of the mill. The 
loss is estimated at from $25,000 to $40,000. The 
North American, Philadelphia, and Phonix Com- 
panies, in Hartford, have policies containing small 
risks on the portion burned. 


In Concord, N. Hy yesterday, a two-story- 
and-a-half frame building, a dry-house, and an 
engine-room, owned by Mead, Mason & Co., and 
occupied by them as a saw mill, and by Porter 
Blanchard’s Sons’ churn manufactory, were de- 
stroyed by fire. Mead, Mason & Co. lost $2,000 on 
the building, machinery, and stock, and were not 
insured. The engine and boiler were uninjured. 
Porter Blanchard’s Sons lost $8,000 on stock and 
machinery; insured for $4,000.

MANAGING THE RAILROADS 


PROGRESS OF CONSTRUCTION IN 
MEXICO. 

ANNUAL MEETING AND ELECTION OF THE 
MEXICAN CENTRAL AND REPORTS OF 
BUILDING AND FINANCIAL OPERATIONS. 

Boston, April 2.—The annual meeting of the 
Mexican Central Railway Company was held in this 
city to-day. The statement of the earnings and ex- 
penses for 1882 shows a net revenue which was 
sufficient to pay all coupon interest of the year, in- 
cluding the coupons due January, 1883, amounting 
to $866,565, and leave a net surplus fer the year of 
$558,961 in United States currency. Tho following 

Directors were chosen: Thomas Niekerson, Wil- 

liam Rotch, Charles J. Paine, Frank Morrison, 

Royal M. Pulsifer, Albert W. Nickerson, Theodore 


Nickerson, Levi C. Wade, Andrew B. Lawrie, Ben- 
jamin P. Cheney, Isaac T. Burr, of Boston: Levi 
Z. Leiter, of Chicago; Robert R. Symen, of New- 
York; Frederick L. Ames, of Boston; Rudolph 
Fink, Sebastian Camacho, and Ramon G. Guzman. 
On Feb. 22 the line was completed 533 kuilo- 
métres north from the City of Mexjco, and 
on March 24 from El Paso south 500 kilométres 
of the line had been finished. On the south- 
ern division the Government has accepted 
for the payment of the subsidy 400 kilométres, and 
on the Chibuahua division 175 kilométres, and has 
given orders on the Treasury Department for 
sudsidy certificates amounting to $4,605,500. The 
Treasury Department bas delivered to the com- 
pany or account of subsidy earned certifieates 
amounting to $1,318,000. on which there has been 
collected in eash $969,142. Up to March 1, 1883, the 
total amount of subsidy ordered naid amounted to 
$6,744,000. Certificates amounting to $1,661,250 
h been delivered up to that date, 
on which there has been collected $1,134,856 
in cash. The road has 77 locomotives, 79 passen- 
ger, 1,376 freight, and 250 construction cars. Steel 
rails sufficient for 152 kilométres are on their way 
from England for Mexico, and material for the 
building of 344 kilométres has been sent from 
New-Orleans to El Paso. Ample means for the 
completion of the main line not later than July 4, 
1884, have been provided. After the election the 
meeting dissolved, and subsequently the Directors 
met and organized by the re-election of the old 
officers. 
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SUING THE READING FOR TAXES. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—A suit of the 
United States against the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company, to recover the balance of 
tax alleged to be due upon the surplus earnings of 
the company from June, 1864, to November, 1867, 
came on for trial to-day, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, before Judges McKennan and Butler 


and a jury. The claim was for $40,844, the alleged 
balance, with interest from Nov. 30, 1867, making 
the total amount $78,420. The testimony on 
behalf of the Umited States was confined 
te statements prepared frem the railroad com- 
Dany'’s books and reports by experts. President 
Gowen, on the part of the defense, testified that 
on July 28, 1868, when he was eounsel for the cor- 
poration, the sum of $39,987 was paid as tax on 
surplus earnings. That payment, he said, bad 
been made after an investigation by John W. 
Frazier, the Assessor of the district, and William 
Howard, who was employed on behaif of the Gov- 
ernment. This payment, the defense contend- 
ed, precluded the United States from going 
on with the proceedings in hana. The 
court said that it was a ace o for the defend- 
ants to be calied on, after the lapse of so many 
years, to investigate matters which had once been 
passed upon by Government officers. Unless some 
mistake could be shown, the Judges said, the set- 
tlement already made with the Government ought 
to be conclusive. United States District Attorney 
Valentine replied that the Commissioners of Inter- 
val Revenue. by the authority of the Secretary of 
the Treasury and Attorney-General, were alone 
competent under the law to eompromise the case, 
and that, therefore, one payment was to be con- 
sidered only on account of whatever might at any 
time be found to be actually due. If the defend 
ants, he proceeded, wished to bar the United 
States, they were bound either to have the case 
compromised according to law or have a judicial 
decision by trialincourt. The eourt took the mat- 
ter under consideration until to-morrow. 
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THE WEST SHORE IN BUFFALO, 
BurraLo, N. Y., April 2.—Two petitions 
were presented to the Common Council of this City 
to-day in behalf of the New-York, West Shore and 
Buffalo Railroad Company for the right to croas 
several streets. The first petition was to enable 


the company to connect its tracks with the inter- 
national bridge, and the second to enable it 
to connect with the tracks of the Buffalo 
Creek Railway Company, over which it expects to 
reach the harbor. In arguing in favor of the Coun- 
cil granting the petitions at once, without refer- 
ence toa committee, Mr. Richard Crowley, attor- 
ney for the road, said the New-York, West Shore 
and Buffalo Railway Company had already ex- 
pended about $50,v00,000 in buying right of 
Way and construetion of the road from 
Weehawken to Buffalo. The road, he sald, 
is substantially finished frem the Hudson at 
Weebawken, opposite New-York City, to Syra- 
cuse. From Syracuse to Buffalo the contracts are 
let, and the road is in process of construction. 
The West Shore Company has already spent in 
Erie County and the city of Buffalo upward of 
$2,000,000. It now practically has its right of 
way through the city, and all it asks 
of the Council is a grant to. cross 
the streets necessary. It is proposed, unless ob- 
stacles are put in the way, to have the road ecom- 
pleted throughout the 417 miles of its length and in 
operation by the Ist of August next. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Crowley’s argument the Common 
Council voted, with slight opposition, to grant the 
petitions without delay.

top of the building. Each shutter has a square 
opening just above the centre, which is filled with 
slate similar to those in an ordinary blind, but im- 
movable.

COLLEGHS IN COLONIAL TIMES. 


A LECTURE BY THE REV. MOSES COIT 
TYLER, LL. D. 

An entertaining lecture on “The American 
Colleges of the Colonial Time’ was delivered by 
the Rev, Moses Coit Tyler, LL. D., before the 
teachers and students of the General Theological 
Seminary, in St. Peter's Hall, West Twentieth- 
street, last night. The lecturer was introduced to 
an audience composed largely of male students 


by F. Eugene Hoffman, Dean of the seminary. 


The colleges mentioned as belonging to the Colo- 
nial time were Harvard, William and Mary, Yale, 
Princeton, King's, (now Columbia,) Univer- 
sity ef Pennsylvania, Brown’s, Dartmouth, 
and Rutgers. Religieus denominational influ- 


ences were back of all of these colleges, 
and the chief motives for their establishment were 
asfollows: 1, To establish a succession of learned 
ministers; 2, to establish a succession of learned 
laymen for civil and political duties; 3, to 
civilize and educate the Indians; 4, a general love 
of higher edueation. The earnest and liberal sup- 
port given to these early colleges was. described 
and commented upon, and a large portion of the 
lecture was devoted toa graphic and amusing de- 
scription of college life. Corporeal punishment, 
he said, prevailed in Harvard College until within 
21 years of the date of the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The whipping of students 
in the college hall by the Prezident and tutors was 
kept up until 1734, and for several years after that 
the instruetors were privileged to box the ears of 
offending students. 

Punishment by physical force in Harvard was 
followed by a peculiar system of fines, which was 
80 extensive as to take in almost every offense 
known in college life. Absence from prayers was 
punisned by a fine ot 2d.; absence from public wor- 
Ship by a fine of 9d.: tardiness, 2d.; for going to 
church before the ringing of the bell, 6d. ; for * pro- 
fane cursing’ a fine of 28. 6d. was imposed; for 
graduates playing eards, 5s.; for under-graduates 
Diaying eards, 2s. 6d.; lying, 1s. 6d.; going on top 
of the college, 1s. 6d. : sending for beer, 6d. ; fetching 
beer, Is. 6d. ; for going into the college yard without 
the proper garb, 9d. The studies in the earlier col- 
lezes were largely in the direction of divinity, 
metaphysics, and languages. The lecturer thought 
that the Colonial colleges gave a nobler tone to 
current standards of personal worth, and thereby 
greatly improved the quality of society. These 
colleges educated the people of the American 
colonies up to a desire for political independence. 
Gen. Cornwallis once remarked that the early 
establishment of Harvard hastened the American 
Revolution by half a century. “ What would the 
nineteenth century have been,” exelaimed Prof. 
Tyler, “ had not the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries begun in humility and faith, the great 
work of educating the people?”

Public interest in the married life of Thomas Carlyle 
has been stimulated to a high pitch by the revelations 
of the “ Reminiscences” and Mr. Froude’s biography, 
but it is to be still further gratified by the “ Letters 
and Memorials of Mrs. Carlyle,” whieh her husband 
annotatea and arranged for publieation many years 
ago, and which are now issued under Mr. Froude’s 
editorial supervision. These letters, however, as the 
readers of the “ Reminiscences” were led to expect, 
possess a much higher interest and charm than as @ 
ynere Cisciosure of the daily life and habits of the Car- 
lyles. They contain a record of the Hfe and associa- 
tions of one of the most sensitive and briiliant of 
women. 

Many of the letters aré to Stirling and other literary 
men, whom Carlyle's infinence and genius brought 
around him, but the majority are to Carlyle himself 
during their frequent separations. Every sentence is 
sharply cut and stamped with the impress of a strong 
individuality—displaying a keen, bright, affectionate 
nature—gay, witty, sarcastic, tender, pathetic, 4 
sionate by turns.

EDSONS LATEST NOMINEES 


MEN SELECTED BY HiM FOR EX- 
CISE COMMISSIONERS. 

THE ALDERMEN DISPLEASED AND SEEKING 
ADVICE, WHICH WILL PROBABLY RE- 
SULT IN A CONFIRMATION. 

Messrs. William H. Philips, Charies Welde, 
and William P. Mitehell were nominated by Mayor 
Edeon yesterday to be Excise Commissioners, as 
suceessers to William P. Mitchell, Emanuel B. 
Hart, and Robert G. McCord, whose terms of office 
will expire en May 1 next. The nominations were 
not confirmed. Politicians representing every 
shade of party faction crowded inte the Common 
Council room at moon and filled every foot of 
space. .Among them were Jacob Hes, Frank Ray- 
mond, County Clerk Keenan, Police Commissioner 
Matthews, Coroner Martin, Police Justice Duff » 
William Sauer, Park Commissiener Crimmins, 
Nicholas Langden, W. Burke Cochrane, Coroner 
Levy, Smith E. Lane, Police Justice Herrmann, and 
Michael H. Sigerson. Long before the time to call 
the board to order these politicians were yery un 
easy, while the gathering Aldermen looked at each 
other in a way that showed they were not entirely 
pleased witn the report they had heard om reach- 
ing the City Hall. This story was that 
the Mayor had decided not to nominate the man 
selected by Tammany Hall; not to renominate 
Robert G. McCord, and to send in the names of 
two men yho were not wanted by the politicians. 
It was also reported that Mayor Edeen and John 
Kelly had had a serious disagreement. These 
rumors made the Aldermen and their friends un- 
happy. Down stairs, in the Mayor's office. Thomas 


Costigan, Jehn J. O’Brien, Hubert O. Thompson, 
and other party leacers wére trying to agree upon 
some plau of operations. Jobn Kelly had hada 
fing) talk with the Mayor earlier in the day, and 
had been unable to induce the Mayor to nominate 
ex-Coroner Riehard Croker, who had received the 
indorsement of Kellyand Tammany. The T'am- 
many ¢bieftain retired to his effive in Park-row. 

When 12 o’elock came and the Aldermen were 
called to order the leaders had not yetagreed what 
to do. The Clerk was therefore instructed to read 
all the minutes of past meetings he could find 
which had not already been adopted. Clerk 
Twomey ‘took the cue,and read as slowly as 
re with frequent pauses. Meanwhile, every- 

y talked to everybody else, and messengers 
were constantly running to and fro among the big 
men down stairs, John Kelly and the Aldermen. 
Ex-Alderman Sauer, County Clerk Keenan, Coroner 
Martm, and others went back and forth. On one 
thing afl hands were agreed, and that was that un- 
less the Mayor sent in other names than Messrs. 
Philips and Welde the nominations should not be 
confirmed at once, if at all. * Whois Philips’ 
was asked by everybody, and not one among all 
the politicians present could amswer the ques- 
tion. Even r. Philips’s initials were not 
known until President Reilly took a_ sly 
peep at the official communication lying 
en his desk. That he was no* a politician was all 
the information to be had. When Clerk Twomey 
had spent one whole hour in amenotonous reading 
of minutes, be ran out of + material and there was 
nothing left to.do but togo on with the regular 
business. The counsels of the “ leaders’ had 
come to naught, exeept that it was decided to 

tpone action on the nominations. Alderman 
Kirk speut five minutes getting a resolution re- 
vailed from the Mayor, and Alderman Grant used 
up five minutes more inthe same way. Then the 
President announced “ A communication from his 
Honorthe Mayor,” and the hum of conversation 
suddenly ceased, to break out in laughter a mo- 
ment later when it was found that the;communt- 
eation related only to routine business. “Another 
communication from his Honor the Mayor,” said 
the President, and this time the Clerk read out the 
nomihations. Half a dozen Aldermen shouted, 
“Mr. President!” ant Mr. Presideut recognized 
Alderman Fitzpatrick. 

~T am unacquainted,” said the Alderman, “ with 
two men named in this communication. At least 
I know one of them personally, but I don't know 
his qualifications for the office of Excise Commis- 
siorer. One man J don’t know at all, ana I'd like 
to find out who he is. Mr. Mitobell I know to be 
@ wan who wil! co honor to his office, but I move 
that the commuznieation be laid over.” “J second 
the motion,’ ssid Alderman Michael Duffy, and 
the moticn was adopted without a dissenting 
voice. “We'll give Lie ay of time to find 
out who Philips is,” exclaimed 2 Tammany Hall 
Alderman, as the “visiting statesmen” made a 

for the stairs. After the crowd had gone 
away the Aldermen did a little unimportant busi- 
ness and then adjourned. 

The remainder of the day was spent by the poli- 
ticians in talking over the nominations, apd in try- 
ing to decide whether or not the nominees should 
be confirmed. The selection ef Charles Welde was 
peverely commented upon by theTammany crowd, 
althéugh he is the leader of that faction im the 

Twenty-third Assembly District, and has always 
been a close follower ef Kelly. The latter and the 
organization were strongly in favor of ** Dick” 
Croker, and loud threats of rejecting Welde were 
emade when it was found that the Mayor had i- 
nored Croker. It was generaliy believed in the 
City Halil that the Mayor’s absolute refusal to nomi- 
mate Croker had deen given te John Kelly on Satur- 
day, when the two had a long confereuce together. 
On Sunday Mayor Edson sent for Welde and told 
him that he would be nominated. Welde had not 
been a candidate for the place, and Mr. Edson’s 
communication was a surprise tohim. Welde at 
onee t out Kelly, told him what the Mayor 

to do, and asked for Kelly's advice. The 

‘ammany boss lied, it is said, that Croker was 
the candidate of many Hall, and ke had no ad- 
“vice to give Mr. Welde, and there the matter 
rested. When the Aldermen heard this story, 
‘before yesterday’s meeting, the Tammany 
men were mad. It was romptiy deeid- 
ed t confirm Mr. Raed, reject Mr. Welde, 

and ne action on Mr. Philips until they 
cul find out who the last named was. Before 
the nominations were received other counsel pre- 
wal.ed. and it was coneluded to juy over all the 
fominees. As soon as the Common Council ad- 
fe gat a Ne of the Tammany men called on 

After some talk, ac- 
cording to the best information that could be ob-

THE LATEST ADDITION TO THE COLLECTION 
IN CENTRAL PARK. 

There has been an interesting increase in the 
happy family of birds and beasts which is assem- 
bled around the old arsenal in Central Park. The 
latest comer is a young camel, which began its ea- 
reer of earthly troubles on Saturday night. «Its first 
experience of life was a rare one for a camel, 
tor it fourd itself repesing in a heap of 
snow. Nevertheless, it did not pine for 
the hot sands of the Great Sahara, whieh 
ought to have been its native heath, but 


proceeded to make itself as comfortable asit could 
until day dawned and a keeper removed the youth- 
ful qnadruped to more comfortable quarters. For 
six hours the little infant was not permitted to 
draw nourishment from the natural souree. The 
old Mrs. Camel! was inclined to be somewhat un- 
gracious toward her little one, and had to be tied 
up withstren ropes before she would permit the 
caresses of her babe. Said babe is about the size 
of a colt, and is so ugly that if it ever catches sight 
of itself it will go of ina dark corner and die. It 
consists principally of legs. These are jong, lum- 
bersome, and apparently very much in their own 
way. The infant camel bas a back just like any 
other person’s. There is no hump visible yet. The 
keeper says that the young beast will sprout a 
hump ig the course of time, and be as proud of it 
as a boarding sehool boy of the first down on his lip. 
The infant’s neck, moreover, issoshort that it eouid 
not eat grass, if there were any to eat, without 
lying down. This slight inconvenience will also 
disappear in time, and the babe’s neck will stretch 
out and double back on itself in the manner most 
approved by camels which have reached the years 
of discretion.

FRUIT VENDORS’ GRIEVANCES. 


A DISGUSTED MERCHANT COMPLAINS OF THE 
CONDUCT OF THE PEELERS. 

A hundred or more disgusted fruit vendors 
met lagt evening at Florence Hail, No. 239 South 
Fifth-avenue, to discuss their grievances and to 
provide measures for relief. Mr. George Lester 
assumed the chair, and Mr. Patrick Byrnes rose to 
make the preliminary address, “* We’re led around 
like hogs,” began Mr. Byrnes, “ We try to get our 


privileges, and we’ve no privileges at all. A peeler 
laysin wait for us ina doorway, jumps ont, lugs 
us to the Tombs, and we are fined $2, or $3, or $5, 
We propose to get the Legislature to abolish these 
laws that oppress the poor man who tries to get 
an honest living. We want to get al) the time we 
want to sell our goods to customers—15 minutes if 
we want it—witnout getting pulled in by the police 
like so many thieves.”

WHY P. 7. BARNUM WAS ARRESTED. 
Messrs. P. T. Barnum, J. L. Hutchinsen, and 
J. A. Bailey, proprietors of the “ greatest show on 
earth,”’ and James Elliott, father of all but one of 
the Elliott children, were arrestea yesterday 
morning on a warrant issued by Justice Duffy 
upon an afadavit of Officer Charles E. Knoll, of the 


Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
The affidavit charges that the children are em- 
ployed as “‘ gymnasts, contortionists, riders, and 
acrobats” contrary to the provisions of the Penal 
Code. Mr. Barnum remarked laughingly to Jus- 
tice Duffy, on entering the court-room, that this 
was not the first time he had been Ina police 
court. He had served a term of 60 days’ imprisen- 
ment in a Connecticut jail for libel in 1831. The 
defendants waived examination, and Mr. Barnum 
gave bonds for $300 each for their appearance be- 
fore the Court of Special Sessions. An eftort 
will be made to have the trial take place to-day.

PLANNING A UNIVERSITY 


COLUMBIA COLLEGE'S STATEMENT 
OF URGENT NEEDS. 

AN ENDOWMENT OF $4,000,000 pesrrED IN 
| ORDER TO CARRY OUT THE PLANS FOR 
A GREAT NATIONAL INSTITUTION. 

Tho Trustees of Columbia College held their 
recular monthly meeting yesterday afternoon at 
the college, and made the first order of business 
the consideration of the report of the committee 
on raising funds for the college. This committee, 
having thought a simple statement of the condi- 
tion of the finances of the college a sufficient pres- 
entation of the matter, decided upon the follow- 
ing statement, which was adopted by the Board of 


Trustees: 


The Trustees of Columbia College have for the 
past 20 or 25 years been engaged in the endeavor 
to give such expansion to the system of instruction 
in the college as to provide forthe City of New- 
York educational advantages equal to any to be 
found elsewhere. Thatan institution of learning 
of the highest grade should exist in this great City 
appears to them to he due no loss to the dignity of 
the City itself than to the magnitude of the inter- 
ests involved. The success of the efforts iitherto 
made toward the attainment ef thisend has been 
manifested in so large an increase in the attendance 
upon the various departments of the college as to 
have imposed upon the Trustees the necessity of 
incurring a burden of expense for the erection of 
additional buildings, such as to paralyze for the 
present, and probably for a long time to eome, the 
power of further improvement. The ideal of a 
perfectly appointed tniversity which it has been 
their ambition and their hope to see here fulfilled 
must, therefore, remain for an indefinite period, 
and perhaps permanently, unattained unless the 
deficiency of their resources shall be supplied by 
the liverality of the public-spirited citizens of New- 
York. Under these circumstances the Trustees 
feel it to be a duty, in behalf of the interests of the 
higher education which they represent in the great 
centre of population, to lay before the public the 
following full statement of the financial condition 
ef the college and of its present needs: 

Columpia College is ane of the few institutions 
of learning planted on this continent during the 
colonial period, and it is the first of those estab- 
lished in the State of New-York. For more thana 
century after its foundation its resources were ex- 
tremely limited, and its financial embarrassments 
were often trying to a degree without a parallel in 
American educational history. Unlike most sister 
institutions of similar age it has received lit- 
tle aid from the munificence of individ- 
uals, and its benefactions from other sources 
have been few, and at the time of 
their bestowal were of littic value. Its present 
income, which suffices to its actual operations, 
apart from the cost of buildings, derived from two 
tracts of real estate granted, the first by the cor- 
poration of Trinity Church as a site for the college 
at its foundation in 1754, and the other by the Le- 
gislature of the State in 1814, as an equivalent for 
a tract previously granted by the Colonial Govern- 
ment, but which had been subsequently lost in the 
adjustment of inter-State boundaries. These 
tracts, both of them on Manhattan Island, 
were of inconsiderable value when grant- 
ed, being situated beyond, and one of 
them very far beyond, the limits of the 
settled part of the Island, and they have only at- 
tained their present importance as sources of in- 
come from the growth ef the City during the past 
40 years. During all this long period but two gifts 
of substantial value have been received from pri- 
vate sources; one of them a bequest in 1848 from 
Frederiek Gebhard of $20,000 for the foundation 
of a Professorship of German—a sum inadequate 
at present to maintain the Chair witnout aid from 
the general fund—and the othera bequest of eon- 
siderabie but uncertain amount .by the late Ste- 
phen Whitney Phenix, which, with the exception 
of a library of nearly 7,000 choice volumes, is 
net likely to be available for many years to 
come. The actual financial condition of the 
college at the present time will be understood 
from the following detailed statement. The lands 
referred to above are subject to lesses for iong 
terms of separate lots—the buildings belonging to 
the lessees and only the lots to the college. Besides 
thé foregoing properties, the college holas the 
equitable and beneficial title to about nine acres of 
land near Covenantville, and to two lots of land 
and a factory on One Hundred and Twenty-ninth- 

street. There was, too, a fund arising from sav- 
ings which has now been wholly expended in 
buildings. The following comparison of the ordi- 
nary avnual receipts and payments will exhibit the 
means of the institution to pay its annual expenses 
on its present scale of operations:

This surplus, whatever it may amount to, | 
ways applied to the cost of new buildings, to pro- 
vide further for which costa debt of $102,000 was 
incurred prior to the 80th day of September last. 
The buildings above mentioned are part of a series 
the erection of which has been determined on. 
It is of great importance that the projected plans 
for these improvements should be executed as 
goon as the means of the college will allow, 80 as 
to afferd the requisite aecommodation to carry 
out with efficiency the preseat scheme of instruc- 
tion. it is estimated that the debt incurred for 
this pu:pese will, at the end of the present finan- 
cial year onthe 30th of September next, amount 
to $300,000, and before the contemplated buildings 
shall be completed to about $750,000. Reliance for 
the means to pay this debt is based upon the rea- 
sonable expectation of an inerease of rents. But 
the debt cannot be wholly paid from this source 
before the year 1893, and in the meantime the 
power of the college to engage in new undertak- 
ings maust be very much restricted. 
in regard to what has been done in the past the 
foilewing statement is submitted: It is now about 
25 years since the growing income of the college 
began to attain proportions such as to justify the 
Trustees in endeavoring to increase its usefuiness 
by enlarging the scope of its educational opera- 
tions. Aceordingly, in 1858, they established a 
schoolof law, the reputation of which soen be- 
came co-extensive with the country, and of which 
the success has been entirely withoutexample. This 
was followed in 1864 by the erection of a Scheoil of 
Mines, whieh, though at first confined to the objeet 
expressed in its name, has since been expanded 
into a school of applied sclence generally. embrac- 
ing instruction, not only iu mining engineering, 
but also in civil engineering, metallurgy, analytical 
and applied chemistry, practical geology, and 
architecture. This }astitution has met a great pub- 
lic want, and has been steadily growing ia the pub- 
lic appreciation from the beginning. In 1880 there 
was instituted a School of Political Scienee, de- 
signed to train young men in a knowledge of con- 
stitutional, administrative, and international law, 
and to fit- them for the duties of public life. 
At the same time it was resolved to open 
a department for the advanced instruetion of 
graduates of this and other colleges. The college 
has thus eatered upon a field of almost limitiess 
extent, to the satisfactory occupation of which its 
present resources are unequal. The Trustees are, 
nevertheless, constantly solicited to make provis- 
jou for instruction in branches of knowledge not 
hitherto included in the rane of their programme, 
but for which there is an urgent aud growing de- 
mand among our pupils. These solicitations bring 
forcibly to their attention the fact that, while, in 
whatever hus been attempted, the _ thor- 
oughness with which our educational work 
is done is nowhere surpassed, yet there 
are points in which some of our sister 
institutions have sensibly the advantage of us. 
And there are also points in which all American 
colleges are materially behind the wants of the 
country. It is, indeed,in the department of supe- 
rior. or What has been called supplementary, edu- 
cation that the educationze! system of the United 
States is at present most defeetive. While the 
number of Ameriean colleges is quite in excess of 
the needs of the country there is nowhere among 
us an institution which meets the wants of 
men who, having reached the limit of 
what is commoniy understood by the pbrase 
“a liberal education,” propese to devote 
themselves to the profvund study of 
some special branch, and seek to be trained to 
methods of research in history, literature, philos- 
ophy, philology, economics, mathematics, or 
physics. This is true to such an unfortunate ex- 
tent that at this time great wnumbers of the grad- 
uates of American colleges feel themselves con- 
strained to resort to the universities of Continental 
Europe for tbat supplementary education which 
they cannot find at home. Of the gentlemen now 
engayed in giviug instruction in Columbia College 
no fewer than 16 prepared themselves for their 
work in foreign universities, and three 
others now under appointment are at 
this time completing their preparatien abroad. 
The most urgent of the educational needs of the 
United States at present, therefore, is that our 
people sbould emancipate themselves from this 
state of dependence upon distant lands for their 
highest intellectual eulture. Our young men 
should be relieved of the necessity of resorting to 
foreign universities by the erection of a fully 
equipped university, or more than one, upon our 
own soil. Much has been written upon the 
importance of such a meagure, and some 
efforts have been made toward its accomplish- 
ment. These efforts have been direeted toward 
the building up, upon a few of the leading 
colleges of the country, already pessessing finan- 
cial strength sufficient to furnish a broad and firm 
foundation, of a complete system of university 
teaching. Columbia College is one of these few 
institutions. Itsseleme of instruction already ex- 
tends far beyend the limits of the traditional pro- 
gramme of undergraduate study, and in many di- 
rections it is already fulfilling the functions of a 
true university. With a generous support from 
the friends of intellectual progress in this City 
and the country, it might easily be made to do so 
in all directions. 
Nowhere upen this continent ean be found a 
more fitting seat for a great university than is fur- 
nished by the City of New-York. The physical 
| geography of the country has made this City the 
great centre of population and movement. ‘To- 
ward this point converge the great lines of trans- 
portation which permeate the interior, along which 
are constantly rolling in upon it the productions 
of native industry, which find here their principal] 
mart of exchange for those of other lands. Hither 
also are continually drifting in crowds the pro-

and the race have produced. It is in great capi- 
tals like this that the noblest universities of the 
world have grown up. While in some of the minor 
towns of Germany there are at this time universi- 
ties which have honoraoly distinguished them- 
selves in special departments, it is in such magnifi- 
cent establishments as the Universities of Paris, 
Berlin, and Vienna that the comprehensive idea of 
@ perfectiy appointed university is most fully 
exemplified. To transform Columbia College into 
sucha university would now be comparatively easy. 
It would only be necessury to supply such deficien- 
cies in ber present seheme of instruction as those 
to which the attention of the Trustees has, as 
abeve stated, been of late frequentiy drawn. but 
to which their present resources are not equal. A 
few of these way be mentioned by way of illustra- 
tion without attempting to make the enumeration 
exhaustive. 

Archzology is a snbject in which the interest of 
the world of letters was, some 40 years ago, pro- 
foundly excited by the extraordinary discoveries 
made of Assyrian ruins by Mr. Austin H. Layard, 
an interest which the more recent successes 
of Dr. Schliemann in the ‘Trond and the 
Peloponnests have greatly stimulated. Socie- 
ties have been formed for the promotion of 
archzologieal discovery, and a classical sehool 
has been opened at Athens, with an American 
scholar at its head, for the training of archzologi- 
cal investigation. No provision exists in our col- 
lege for imparting instruction in this highly im- 
portant department of modern inquiry. 

Comparative philology is another subject which 
is not only interesting in itself, but is an important 
instrument for tracing the affinities of peoples and 
the affiliations of races. In the scheme of instrue- 
tion of a few of our sister colleges this subject has 
been included, and one or two American philelo- 
gists have in consequence achieved a world-wide 
reputation. But this is one of the departments as 
to which Columbia College has still to acknowledge 
herself deficient. 

We are wanting also in a department of Oriental 
literature. This is the more to be regretted, inas- 
touch as a chair of the Hebrew language and litera- 
ture was established in the eollege in 1830 ana was 
maintained for more than 30 yéars. 

In natural hietory our college is largely deficient, 
having no chair of botany or zoology or biology or 
vbysiology. 

We need also to develop the department of 
sanitary engineering which has been provided as a 
part of our instruction in the School of Mines, but 
not yet extended as it should be, on account of 
want of meaus. 

We have no chair of physical ceography, nor any 
school of the fine arts. Oursystem of instruction 
in modern languages and foreign literature has 
been planned after a more comprehensive and 
logical method than has distinguished the same de- 
partment anywhere else in this country: but the 
course of its development has already given rise to 
demands upon the resources of the institution 
which it is impossible adequately to meet. We are 
without « laboratory for physical research or or- 
ganic analysis; but these wants have been pros- 
pectively provided for by the benefaction above 
referred to of the late Mr. Stephen Whitney Phenix. 

But perhaps the mest urgently pressing of the 
wants of that college at present, considered as a 
scbool for the training of scholars or scientific en- 
gineers to the methods and practiee of original re- 
search, is a provision for the immediate and ex- 
tensive increase of our working library. The total 
number of volumes in the library of the col- 
lege is only about 50,000 at present, but it 
is a subject of gratification that about one-half 
of these have beeu selected especiaily with refer- 
ence to the uses of ‘investigation in law, in politi- 
cal selence, in the exact sciences, and in classical 
and modern literature and philology. There is 
need, nevertheless, that these numbers should be 
increased without deluy at least three or four fold. 
Authorities are the tools of original research. 
Without them there can be no progress. This, 
however, is not all. Not only is an immediate and 
large increase of the library of the college to be 
desired, it is of no less importance that there 
should bea fund for its permanent maintenance, 
In this respect Columbia College is far behind a 
number of her sister institutions. Lehigh Uni- 
versity, Pennsylvania, bas a library endowment 
whieb yields an annual income of $24,000. Har- 
vara University, with nearly an equal amount de- 
rived from endowment, inereases the sum annn- 
ally by a considerable appropriation from the gen- 
eral fund. Cornell University is understood te 
have a library fund exceeding a million of dollars, 
of which $700,000 has been invested at 6 per cent. 
interest and yields an annual income of $42,000, 
Columbia College cannot maintain the footing or 
a properly appvinted university until she has a pro- 
vision for her library at least in some degree com- 
parable to these. 

The college is now unfortunately laboring, as has 
been already stated above, under the burden of a 
heavy debt, which is likely to bo materially in- 
ereased before it can be dimimished, and whieh it 
will require years to extinguisn—perhaps 10, pos- 
sibly more. Were it relieved from this burden it 
could do something toward the supply of the defi- 


ciencies im its scheme of instruction; but it could. 


not, even then, provide for them ail. Itisthe hope 
and belief of the Trustees that, among the friends 
of education in the city and vicinity, there are 
many who are sufficiently impressed with the im- 
os onan of building =p here a university of the 

ighest order, to be willing to lend their aid in ae- 
complishing an object so desirable. 


In addition to the above, President Barnard 
stated that the additional yearly revenue needed 
to give to Columbia College the character of a 
well-equipped university would amount toa little 
ever $200,000, while the endowment necessary 
would reach the sum of $4,000,000. In speeifying 


the needs of the special branches, President Bar- 
nard places the amounts as fo!lows: Archeology, 
$25,000 per year, endowment, $500,000; library, $10,- 
000 per year, endowment, $200,000; ethnology and 
anthropology, $10,000 per year, endowment, $200,- 
(00; comparative philology, $12.500 per year, 
endowment, $250,000; Oriental literature, $7,500 
per year, endowment, $150,000; law and political 
science, $10,000 per year, endowment, $200,000; 
botany, $10,000 per year, endowment, $200,000; 
physiology. $10,000 per year, endewment, $200,000; 
zoology, $15,000 per year, endowment, $300,000; 
astronomy and geology, 310,000 per year, endow- 
ment, $200,000; biology, $12,500 per year, endow- 
ment, $250,000; physical geography, $7,500 per 
year. endowment, $150,000; modern languages 
and foreign literature, $15,000 per year, endow- 
ment, $300,000; sanitary engineering, $10,000 per 
year, endowment, $200,000; electrical engineering, 
$12,000 per year, endowment, $250,000; fine arts, 
$25,000 per year, endowment, $500,000: total, 
202,000 per year, or an endowment of 
$4,040,000. It was stated at the meeting 
that the Trustees did not intend to go beggiug for 
money, and the prevalent idea was thatthe plain 
statement of the present state of things would call 
forth a liberal response to the appeal. Professors 
might more particularly state what the most neces- 
— additions to their several departments were, 
and appeal specially for funds in order that they 
might be supplied. As stated in the report, 
the sanitary engineering department was fully 
decided upon yesterday, and the committee on 
that subject was requested to prepare a course 
of stady, Ne additional expense will be incurred 
in this department at present, although itis to be 
hoped that the amount stated in the appeal for 
that branch of study will pe speedily furnished. No 
report was made by either the Committee on High- 
er Edueation or Electrical Eugineering. The cgen- 
eral hope of the Trustees expressed yesterday was 
that pot only Columbia should become the great 
Metropolitan umiversity, but eventually the Na- 
tional university of tne United States.
